WASHINGTON AP — Three 
federal regulatory agencies act­ 
ed swiftly todny to stem the rise 
in interest rates. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
and the Federal Deposit Insur­ 
ance Corp. clamped a 5 per cent 
ceiling on the interest 
that 
banks under their jurisdiction 
can pay on deposits of less than 
$100,000. 
The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board set a sliding scale of ceil­ 
ing ranging 4.75 per cent to 5.25 
per cent on interest that can be 
paid on deposits at savings and 
loan associations. 
Tne three agencies 
acted 
within hours after President 
Johnson signed into law a bill 
broadening their powers to reg­ 
ulate interest rates. 
Jonnson called the legislation 
**a new weapon to preserve the 
strength of our economy.” 
The previous ceiling on time 
deposits in denominations of 
less than $100,000 has been5Vk 
per cent. It was set last Decem­ 
ber. 
The maximum rate on time 
deposits in denominations of 
more than $100,000 remains at 
5V: per cent and at 4 per cent 
for regular savings deposits. 
The reduction in the ceilings 
of time deposits of less than 
$100,000 should help to moder­ 
ate upward pressures in 
the 
savings market and contribute 
to orderly conditions in the fi­ 
nancial markets and to better 
economic balance, the F, D*» 
I. C. said. 
The reduction in maximum 
rates on time deposits of less 
than $100,000 in denominations 
does not affect interest paid on 
certificates of deposit and other 
time 
deposits 
already out­ 
standing, but these contracts 
may not be renewed at rates in 
excess of the new ceiling. 
'Die F.DJ.C. also placed a 5 
per cent ceiling on the rates 
that can be paid by mutual sav­ 
ings banks on any size amount. 
It is the first time the agency 
has regulated rates on such in­ 
stitutions.

CARUTHERSVILLE — Engi­ 
neers ran into opposition Tues­ 
day from barge company owners 
and 
representatives on the 
amount of distance to be allowed 
between two proposed navi­ 
gation spans under the proposed 
Mississippi River Bridge near 
Caruthersville. 
An 
estimated 150 persons 
were on hand for the public 
hearing held at the National 
Guard Armory. 
The meeting 
was conducted by the Memphis 
Corps of Engineers. 
District Engineer James A. 
Vivian had already announced 
that the tentative location of 
the bridge is in the vicinity of 
Boothspoint, Tenn., about seven 
miles 
downstream 
f r o m 
Caruthersville. 
However, the real controver­ 
sy developed not over the loca­ 
tion but the construction of the 
bridge itself. 
The corps of engineers has 
recommended that the bridge 
include a 7,000-feet main river 
opening consisting of two main 
navigation spans providing 
a 
clear horizontal distance of 784 
feet, a minimum vertical clear­ 
ance of 52.2 feet above the high- 
water record and an embank­ 
ment approximately 5,970 feet 
in length on the Missouri side 
and 7,400 feet on the Tennessee 
side. 
Barge 
company spokesmen 
opposed the 784-feet horizontal 
clearance 
recommendation, 
stating that it was too narrow. 
The spokesmen suggested that 


the span between the two mail 
Piers should be at least 900 feet 
They argued that the 784-fee 
span will not be adequate foi 
future river traffic use. Thej 
also argued that there should be 
no limitation placed on the rivei 
traffic. 
River navigation spokesmer 
recommended 59 to 60-foot ver­ 
tical clearance. 
The navigators made the pro­ 
posal because towboats are ply­ 
ing the river and said they woulc 
provide greater safety. 
Chief Engineer M. P. Snide: 
of the Missouri highway depart­ 
ment and Tennessee's highway 
chief, who attended the hearing, 
said that the recommendations, 
would require $500,000 to $3 
million additional cost over the 
original proposal tor a ¿7 mil­ 
lion bridge. 
The new span would carry In­ 
terstate 155 traffic over it from 
Missouri 
beginning at 
the 
southern edge of Hayti on In­ 
terstate 
55, to Dyersbuig; 
Tenn., and terminate at Jack­ 
son, Tenn. 
The hearing, originally sched­ 
uled to begin at 10:30 a.m., 
was delayed temporarily and 
didn't get underway until 11:30 
p.m. 
The hearing continued Into the 
afternoon. All interested par­ 
ties were promised a chance to 
express their views upon the 
suitability of the location and 
the adequacy of the plans in 
reference to navigation or IWtti 
control.

The advertising is necessary to 
convince the skeptical consumer that, at long 
last, his real wants are being considered, how­ 
ever silly some of them may seem to govern­ 
ment officials. 
And so it is wherever goods are sold. Adver­ 
tising reduces waste, increases consumption, 
and gives the consumer a real freedom of choice. 
It forces the seller to offer value, but brings 
more profit if he satisfies the consumer.

LIGHTNING, DRUMS, AND POLITICS 
The film, John F. Kennedy — Years 
of 
Lightning, Day of Drums, will be presented 
at an uptown Washington theatre on Wednesday 
(Sept. 21). 
THE GENERAL PUBLIC will soon have an 
opportunity to 
see what in a political sense 
may be the most controversial motion picture 
of all times. John F. Kennedy — Years of 
Lightning, Day of Drums has been shown to 
members of the House and Senate, the press, 
and special groups, and it has been 
shown 
commercially in Boston and New York. Now 
comes release on a saturation' basis in 300 
or 400 theatres throughout the nation. 
Joseph E. Levine, head of Embassy Pictures, 
says the distribution of the film involves “ab­ 
solutely no fee.” All proftta-«« perhaps over 


$1 million — go to the John F. Kennedy Center 
in Washington. 
Kennedy Center people are 
anxious to avoid any commercial taint. But 
wholly aside from money matters, 
general 
release raises some searching political ques­ 
tions. 
THE KENNEDY FILM was produced by the 
U. S. Information Agency. The act which pro­ 
vides for the international information activities 
of USIA states. “ The Secretary is authorized, 
when he finds it appropriate, to provide for the 
preparation and dissemination abroad, of infor­ 
mation 
about the United States, its people, 
and its policies, through press, publications, 
radio, and motion pictures.” 
An exception to this general proscription was 
made several years ago for Mrs. Kennedy’s 
Asian Journey, another USIA picture. The re­ 
lease of the more recent film on the late 
President was authorized by Congress in 1965. 
At the time the Republican minority of 
the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs argued 
that the film deals with a recent political lead­ 
er “many of whose policies are still under active 
political discussion and debate.” 
A few weeks ago it was disclosed that at least 
two Democratic candidates for Congress planned 
to show the film for fund - raising purposes, in 
direct defiance of the stated will of Congress. 
These plans were quickly squelched, but they 
leave a bad taste in a good many mouths. 
Now Rep. Albert H. Quie (R. Minn.) is objecting 
to general release of the film this autumn. He 
suggests that the target date be put back “to 
remove 
any doubt that it was picked to in­ 
fluence 
the 
outcome of the (congressional) 
elections.” Quie recalled that Congress al­ 
lowed the film to be released in this country 
only “when members were given every as­ 
surance that such distribution would be free 
of partisianship.” 
YEARS OF LIGHTNING is, of course, 
from 
conception 
to production entirely a propagan­ 
da effort. As such it is generally considered 
superb. 
For the most part it is in brilliant 
color. Ably photographed, acutely edited, 
it 
cuts back and forth from the two years and 10 
months of President Kennedy’s administration 
to the grim splendor and the mournful stutter of 
the drums in the state funeral 
on Nov. 25, 
1963. 
But here the question of historical good faith 
as 
well as of political 
impact arises. The 
film is almost totally non - critical. It skips 
lightly over the major crises of the late Presi­ 
dent’s experience in office. 
The film is certain to enrich the 
John F. 
Kennedy Center. Whether 
the Kennedy martyr­ 
dom 
it so tellingly brings across will work 
to the advantage of Democratic candidates this 
fall is at issue. That it should do so was clear­ 
ly not the intent of Congress, unless more than 
a marginal number of congressmen 
voted 
most opportunistically.

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the two of us, our eventual bro­ 
ther - in - law, Carter Vaughn, 
and ourself, each had about 150 
houses we took the paper to. 
They were charged nothing for 
the delivery each week, but at 
New Year’s time, we carried 
neatly printed greetings and it 
was the custom to pay us from a 
nickel to a quarter for our 
year’s work. And the $15 or 
$16 we collected was not spend­ 
ing money. Our parents saw to 
it we promptly put the money 
in the bank and taught us to be 
proud of our savings. 
At the age of 10 to 12 years 
we began setting type at the 
case. All the news and adver­ 
tisements in the paper were set 
by hand. We were paid 25 cents 
a galley, which amounted to a 
little over a column. At our best 
we could set no more than a 
galley a day. 
Another job we held was office 
boy for our Uncle Frank, a 
dentist. We would stay at his 
office during the noon hour, 
sweep it and carry out any 
trash. One day we discovered it 
was great fun to use some of the 
rubber he put around teeth when 
filling them. We would run water 
into the elastic rubber, tie up 
the ball, lean out the upstairs 
window and drop it as somebody 
passed by. 
The fright of it 
caused those people was really 
big fun. We got fired from 
that job which paid 50 cents 
a week. 
Graduating from high school 
we took a job with our Uncle 


Eben Alexander, who had a gro­ 
cery store. We drove the deliv­ 
ery wagon, going to the barn at 
around 6 in the morning, hitch­ 
ing the horse and getting to the 
store by 6:30. There was no 
delivery schedule and when we 
returned from one trip there 
usually was another order or 
two waiting for us. We remem­ 
ber how the coal oil (kerosene) 
smelled us up and caused our 
mother great anguish. This job 
kept us busy a good 12 hours a 
day and on Saturday nights 
we worked until 8. We were 
paid $3 a week, which we thought 
pretty good for a high school 
graduate. 
Our first year out of high 
school we went to business col­ 
lege in Chicago. We attended 
the college in the morning and 
went to the Linotype factory in 
the afternoons. 
By the fall of 1913 we had de­ 
cided we needed college and en­ 
rolled in the School of Journa­ 
lism, University of Kansas. In 
our fraternity house we made 
good use of the type writing we 
learned the year before. A good 
many of our fraternity brothers 
could not type, and some of 
them did not have the imagina­ 
tion we did. We would charge 
them 50 cents for typing an 
English theme, and if they 
wanted us to, we would write one 
for them. The English instruc­ 
tors at K. U. saw some of the 
wildest stories we expect they 
ever read, but they evidently 
liked them for they usually gave 


us an “ S” or an “ E” . 
Enrolling eventually at the 
University of Missouri, we took 
a job in our off time at 25 
cents an hour for reading proof 
on 
the 
Missourian. It was 
printed down town in Columbia 
then. 
Came World War I and we en­ 
listed in the Aviation Section of 
the Signal Corps as a “ Flying 
Cadet.” Supposedly we were to 
get $75 a month through ground 
school and $150 a month in pri­ 
mary flying. But Uncle Sam 
changed his mind and paid us 
what our rank of cadet, actually 
a Pfc,, called for, $33 a month 
The happy time came in Septem­ 
ber 1918 when we were commis­ 
sioned a second lieutenant with 
a base pay of $160 a month, 
and a 50 per cent allowance for 
flying, a huge total of $240 a 
month. We are not ridiculing 
that figure in referring to it as 
“ huge” for it was really a very 
big amount of money in those 
days. When the war ended we 
went to work in our father’s 
office as “ business manager” 
at $20 a week, just about a, 
th ird of what we had made flying. 
But those were the good old 
days. We wish we could feel as 
well today as we did then, and 
could get as much pleasure out 
of our life now as a very few 
dollars and a very small and 
ordinary 
apartment gave us 
when we were hardly more than 
a boy.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - From the 
apogees of its spy satellites 
to the perigees oi its bomb­ 
proof basement code rooms, 
the vast U. S. intelligence in­ 
dustry has been going through 
a wrenching 
reorganization. 
The 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency, most lampooned 
and 
cartooned of all the world’s 
spy outfits, has been rocked 
by more than 200 reforms. 
Military intelligence has been 
consolidated, with a great bat­ 
tering together of brass hats, 
into a single unit: 
The De­ 
fense Intelligence Agency. 
Still, many senators are not 
convinced that the reforms have 
gone far enough, and are 
de­ 
manding greater control over 
the whole James Bond industry. 
The purpose of the reforms, 
of course, is to improve the 
quality of intelligence, elimi­ 
nate rivalries, and prevent an­ 
other Bay of Pigs - the CIA- 
sponsored 
invasion of Cuba 
which became a bloody fias­ 
co. 
While some minor rivalries 
may have been scotched, how­ 
ever, a 
major rivalry has 
emerged. Our Intelligence ap­ 
paratus has sprouted two heads, 
the CIA and the D1A, which 
often get in one another’s war. 
CIA vs. DIA 
In theory, the CIA is sup­ 
ported to be the final sieve 
through which all intelligence 
should pass before reaching 
the 
President. It is upon this 
information 
that he keeps 
abreast of world affairs 
and 
makes, his policy judgments. 
Yet the DIA increasingly is 
catching the President's eye. 
Moreover, it is so dominated 
by Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara that it has a tendency 
to produce intelligence 
that 
supports his views. Its reports 
generally have reflected 
his 
optimistic outlook on the Viet 
Nam war, rather than the pes­ 
simistic possibilities. 
Those in the Pentagon 
who 
disagree with an intelligence 
analysis, of course, are free 
to state their views as a foot­ 
note. But it takes a bold man to 
challenge 
McNamara’s 
at­ 
titudes too frequently. 
His interest in economy, no 


secret to his intelligence offi­ 
cers, has 
led to more com­ 
fortable appraisals than conser­ 
vative 
military 
men would 
make. They prefer to judge the 
Communist 
threat 
by 
its 
capability for aggression rather 
than someone’s estimate 
of 
Its intentions. 
The Secretary of Defense, a 
formidable figure inside 
the 
policymaking 
councils, also 
has had an intimidating effect 
on the CIA director. 


The former director, John 
McCone, a man of 
strong 
views, clashed with McNamara 
and 
had a cactus touch with 
congress. McCone saw the DIA, 
under McNamara, poaching on 
his territory, and was skepti­ 
cal of its effectiveness in the 
more shadowy areas of intelli­ 
gence work. 
In his view, the 
military 
were not 
always attuned to 
the 
nuances of politics 
in 
faraway 
places. 
They didn’t 
have the linguists nor 
the 
political 
sophisticates. They 
also weren’t structured to pro­ 
vide the "cover” so necessary 
for agents. 
SPY SHUFFLE 
McCone was replaced 
by 
Admiral William "Red” Ra- 
born, who had been a subma­ 
rine 
specialist 
under Mc­ 
Namara's command. While less 
abrasive in dealing with Mc­ 
Namara, the admiral was also 
less willing to stand up to him. 
Raborn was succeeded with 
unbecoming haste by Richard 
Helms, a career 
man, who 
is a sophisticated spy master 
but 
naive political operator. 
He got off to an inauspicious 
start 
by attacking Sen. 
J. 
William Fulbright, D-Ark., in 
a "letter to the editor” . 
Even as this letter bubble- 
gummed in Helms’s face, he 
wrote another, supporting Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd, D*Conn., in 
his troubles with the Senate 
Ethics Committee. With painful 
obviousness, the letter 
was 
written the same day that the 
senate was supposed to vote 
on whether to supervise 
the 
CIA’s activities more closely. 
Dodd, a staunch CIA supporter 
in the past, had executed 
an 
indelicate switch in midstream 


and had climbed into Sen. Eu­ 
gene McCarthy's anti-CIA boat. 
McCarthy, D-Minn., also hap­ 
pens to be a 
member of the 
Senate Ethics Committee, which 
is sitting in judgment 
upon 
Dodd. 
But after Dodd got his last- 
minute CIA letter from Helms, 
the senator from Connecticut 
changed boats again and skipped 
out on McCarthy. Meanwhile, 
Helms's inept letter 
writing 
has plunged his political rating 
down to zero. 
Before the Bay of Pigs, CIA 
agents roamed the world, plot­ 
ting coups and counter-coups, 
making undercover deals. Rival 
intelligence agencies also kept 
their information to themselves 
for use In political and budget 
battles on Capitol Hill. 
SPY SHAKEUP 
The Bay of Pigs, the blunder 
that came near ending all CIA 
blunders, brought a 
drastic 
change. The late 
President 
Kennedy fired off a series of 
secret directives to correct the 
CIA’s faults. The DIA was estab­ 
lished 
to end interservice 
rivalry in the military field. 
Thus began the great spy shake- 
up, which was supposed to end 
the free - wheeling operations, 
coordinate all Intelligence, and 
prevent duplication. 
Instead, 
the CIA and DU 
are now open rivals, competing 
to scoop- one another with in­ 
telligence beats. On paper, the 
DU is supposed to turn all its 
intelligence over to the CU. 
In practice, it often bypasses 
the CU and furnishes intelli­ 
gence directly to the Presi­ 
dent. 
Which 
of the rival, often 
overlapping, intelligence setups 
is most effective? The DU has 
received less unfavorable pub­ 
licity, has a better grasp of the 
military situation. But the CU 
is better staffed and organized 
to understand 
the political 
subtleties around 
the world. 
Intelligence is vital to the 
security of any nation. It can 
at times be an ugly, no-holds- 
barred business. However, it is 
a necessary one, never more 
necessary than in this age of 
cold war. But it is the most dif­ 
ficult business in the world to 
control. 


INFLATION WHEEL 
TURNS AGAIN 
Recent 
Increases in the cost 
of living have been the steep­ 
est in many years. This means 
that the wheel of Inflation has 
taken another turn. The dol­ 
lar will buy a little less, and 
the housewife will have to look 
harder for bargains. It does not 
mean that any industry or group 
of industries has found a new 
road to riches at the expense of 
the 
consumers. 
The notion 
that the latter might be the 
case has been encouraged by 
the tactics of powerful gov­ 
ernment agencies in attempting 
to drive down prices of se­ 
lected commodities. 
Last March, the government 
clamped down on the export of 
cattle hides to try to depress 
high prices. In effect, 
the 
meat industry which operates 
on a narrowprofit margin and is 
highly competitive was sum­ 
marily picked as the sacri­ 
ficial 
goat 
in the govern­ 
ment’s war on Inflation. As a 
matter of fact, meat produc­ 
ers 
and meat packers, along 
with the entire food industry, 
have done an unparalleled job 
of providing an abundance of 
food 
at 
minimum prices 
" . . . . even with recent food 
price increases,” 
as Secre­ 
tary 
of 
Agriculture 
Free­ 
man points out, "The Amer­ 
ican 
people spend 
less of 
their take-home pay for food 
than ever before — about 18.3 
Per 
cent in 1965, 
as com­ 
pared with 
26 per cent in 
1946-49 — and yet they eat 
better and at lower real cost 
than do any other people in the 
world.’* 
“ The consumer today can buy 
a third again as much steak, 
four times as much poultry, 
twice as much butter, eggs and 
milk with one hour (of work) 
as he could in 1939.»’ 
The 
record of the meat Industry 
speaks for itself.

Inside Labor

President 
Angered by De­ 
fection of 
Powerful Liberal 
Party. 
NEW YORK— President John­ 
son has been sharply angered 
and deeply hurt by what he con­ 
siders the desertion of power­ 
ful labor forces here with whom 
he has been allied ever since 
the days he was the amateur 
gentleman from Texas. 
The “defectors,” as some of 
Mr. Johnson’s aides refer to 
them, are some of the men who 
control the state-wide Liberal 
Party. The organization now is 
so permanently split between 
pro and anti-Johnson forces that 
a ’«terminal 
battle” will be 
waged within it after the guber­ 
natorial election. 
And on the outcome of this 
battle will swing considerable 
world history for the next few 
years. 
For it is not so much the 
Liberal Party’s nomination of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt jr . which 
has disturbed the President, 
though it splits the Liberal- 
labor - Democratic coalition 
vote which has swung the huge 
state to the President’s party 
so frequently. 
What has incensed the Presi­ 
dent is an issue far more basic 
to him—his Viet Nam policy. 
It has never been reported, but 
influential leaders of the Lib­ 
eral party have been pressuring 
its public 
strategists, 
Alex 
Rose, embattled hatters' union 
chief, and Dave Dubinsky, pep­ 
pery president emeritus of the 
powerful ladies garment work­ 
ers’ union, to permit the party 
to issue sharp criticism of 
America’s policy in Viet Nam. 
To add serious political in­ 
jury to public insult of the presi­ 
dent, the Liberal Party has re­ 
fused to endorse at least four 
incumbent Congressional sup­ 
porters of Mr. Johnson. These 
candidates for re-election have 
had considerable Liberal Party 
support in the past. 
Should the men be defeated in 
November, especially because 
of Liberal 
Party defection, 
White 
House people say the 
President would suffer a severe 
forelgh policy setback. 
The rift inside this heretofore 
successful balance of power 
president-making third party 
can be traced to an evening early 
last May when the Liberal party 
Policy Committee was invited to 
the 
Waldorf Tower suite of 
United Nations Ambassador Ar­ 
thur Goldberg. 
Mr. Goldberg, an old friend of 
most of the 14 or 15 present, ex­ 
plained the American position at 
great length. Few private citi­ 
zens have had such a briefing— 
which went even into the size 
of our vast aerial armada there. 
Then, during the discussion, 
the Reverend Donald s. Har­ 
rington, Liberal Party 
state 
Chairman, opened up with a 
scathing attack on the Presi­ 


dent, his policy and U.S. pres­ 
ence in Viet Nam. 
Was the 
battle in Southeast Asia really 
not a civil war between two 
endemic forces, he asked, and 
what are we doing there? Why 
is the President not doing more 
for peace? 
And so it went. 
At this point, another policy 
member, himself a world trav­ 
eler, Murray Baron, retorted 
with an effective analysis of 
Lyndon Johnson’s position. Into 
the verbal melee jumped the 
party’s veteran actual leader 
Alex Rose, who has long been 
an intimate of the President 
and has enjoyed considerable 
White House hospitality. 


In effect, Mr. Rose said the 
party should really not get into 
the issue. 
After all, the tem­ 
porary loss of South Viet Nam 
would not be an irretrievable 
disaster.

Computers 
May Break 
Tax Tipsters 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Com­ 
puters may *soon put paid tax 
tipsters out of business. 
A bill on Capitol Hill would 
bar the Treasury Department 
from rewarding — with up to 10 
per cent of the take — the tip­ 
sters who tattle to tax collectors 
about their neighbors or fellow 
employes. 
Its sponsor, Rep. Richard H. 
Fulton, D-Tenn., cited Internal 
Revenue Service computers as 
one reason for ending tips for 
tipsters. 
Action this year on the bill is 
unlikely because of the little 
time remaining 
before Con­ 
gress adjourns, probably next 
month. 
The bill undoubtedly will be 
reintroduced next year. 
The Treasury Department is 
now drafting its formal |>osition. 
Even if it does oppose the bill, it 
is not expected to take a strong 
stand. 
“ We would rather have a lot 
of other bills pissed first," said 
one Treasury employe who has 
been 
working 
on President 
Johnson's anti-inflation plans. 
One source said today the 
government might hesitate to 


give up any legitimate tool for 
enforcing the law. But IRS 
figures show that onlyaboutone 
in every 20 tipsters actually 
claims a reward. 
IRS has also placed great 
faith in its computers which 
beginning Jan. 1 will check ev­ 
ery income tax return. 
The service has said that fear 
of the computer is often enough 
incentive for an otherwise eva­ 
sive taxpayer to come clean. 
Rewards to tipsters are given 
only on request and only after 
IRS decides how much the in­ 
formant's tip was worth. 
During the year ended June 
30, 1965, 
the 
service 
re­ 
jected 3,665 reward claims and 
paid 792 claimants to $597,731, 
average of $754.71 per suc­ 
cessful tipster. 
It credited $12.9 million in tax 
collections to “ information fur­ 
nished by informants,'* both 
paid and unpaid. The inform­ 
ants can receive up to 10 per 
cent of the recovered tax but 
the average payment is 4 to 5 
per cent.

3 Days Cut off by Viet Cong

DEMILITARIZED 
ZONE, South Viet Nam (AP) — 
“We 
are 
pretty well sur­ 
rounded, sir,” said the Marine 
officer over the field radio. 
“Every time we try to move 
our 
wounded, we get shot at 
and pick up more casualties. 
Request advice." 
The anxious call came from 
1st Lt. Daniel McMahon, com­ 
mander of D Company, 4th 
Marine Regiment. He and his 
men were pinned down and en­ 
circled on alow, jungle-covered 
hill three miles south of the 
demilitarized zone separating 
North and South Viet Nam. 
McMahon's 
battalion com­ 
mander, Lt. Col. Jack (Black 
Jack) Westerman replied from 
a tank cm a hilltop less than a 
mile away: 
“Dan, move very, very slow­ 
ly. Try to find «it exactly where 
the fire is coming from and put 
all your firepower in there." 
“That's exactly what I'm 
doing, sir,'' said 
McMahon, 
“but the jungle is so thick it's 
impossible to see where they 
are. We are receiving fire from 
all sides." 
All around McMahon and the 
men of D Company were sol­ 
diers of the North Vietnamese 
324B Division. 
For McMahon, who comes 
from Oceanside, Long Island, 
N.Y., the encirclement last Fri­ 
day morning began a three-day 
nightmare of trying to get his 
wounded out and holding off the 
enemy. 
The North Vietnamese, using 
classic ambush tactics, had let 
D Company's two lead platoons 
pass through a valley and then 
hit the third platoon. 
The third platoon, under with­ 
ering fire from machine guns 
and small arms, took heavy 
casualties but managed to work 
its way to the top of the hill to 
join the other two platoons. 
Westerman, 
the battalion 
commander from Bremerton, 
Wash., set up his forward obser­ 
vation post on a nearby hilltop 
and from a tank kept radio con­ 
tact with his company com­ 
manders. 
Westerman ordered B Compa- 
ny„ whiciU^d J&ften clbehiruU 
D ComraiMyt? Join Hfrfopfr 
encircled'-men, hack but a heli­ 
copter landing zone and evacu­ 
ate the wounded. 
But helicopters couldn't get in 
for the next 24 hours. 
Friday night the enemy crept 
so close to McMahon's company 
that the opposing infantrymen 
threw hand grenades at each 
other from 30 feet. 
McMahon said he could hear 
the North Vietnamese talking 
and cutting down trees and 
bushes to set up machine-gun 
positions. 
Shortly after noon Saturday, a 
Marine helicopter tried to land 
to pick up wounded. It was hit 
by enemy fire and wrecked as it 
landed. The landing zone was so 
small that the wreckage pre­ 
vented other helicopters from 
landing. 
McMahon's men pushed the 
damaged chopper to the side 
and other helicopters began to 
get in. 
For some unknown reason, 
the North Vietnamese opened 
fire on some of the helicopters 
but let others land. 
It kept up like this all day Sat­ 
urday, with the two Marine 
companies pinned down and 
burrowing foxholes all over 
their small encircled hill. 
Marine planes and artillery 
were giving the North Vietnam­ 
ese a bad time also. The Com­ 
munists kept moving around in 
the valleys but still surrounded 
the hill. 
Okice on Saturday they spotted 
Westerman's tank and unloaded 
six mortar rounds at his ar­ 
mored observation post. 
They missed. 
Westerman’s tank fired back 
at the Communist mortar posi­ 
tions on a distant ridge line. The 
Reds returned the fire with au­ 
tomatic weapons and this kept 
up — without much effect on 
either side —for 15 minutes. 
Hie North Vietnamese also 
fired mortars at the Marine bat­ 
talion command post not frr 
away on a craggy hill called 
'’The Rockpile," which domi­ 
nated five Communist-infiltrat­ 
ed valleys around it. 
Hie shelling of The Rockpile 
cost the Marines some casual­ 
ties but only a few were serious­ 
ly wounded. 
During the three-day siege, 
Westerman spent the nights on 
The Rockpile command post and 
the days in his tank hilltop ob­ 
servation post. Toward nightfall 
Saturday a helicopter flew in to 
take him back to The Rockpile. 
The North Vietnamese opened 
UP again with mortars and 
Westerman got a small shrapnel 
wound in one hand. 
The 2nd Battalion of the 7th 
Marine Regiment came up Sat­ 
urday as reinforcements from 
Cam Lo. They moved on loot to 
a valley near the hill where B 
and D companies were still cut 
off. 
The rescue battalion moved > 
out through heavy jungle Sun­ 
day morning. There was no con­ 


tact during the day, and every­ 
one thought the North Vietnam­ 
ese were pulling out. 
The welcome lull gave the 
Marines on the hill time to bring 
in ammunition, supplies and 
food by helicopters and fly out 
their dead and wounded. 
Throughout Sunday there was 
no small-arms firing on the 
ground. But the Marines kept up 
artillery shelling 
and 
air 
strikes against the North Viet­ 
namese positions. Perhaps this 
caused the Communists to move 
out. 
When the lead units of the res­ 
cue battalion got within 100 
yards of the hill, they found the 
North Vietnamese had appar­ 
ently left the valley in a hurry. 
The Reds left behind mortar 
rounds, 
field 
packs, 
rice, 
Chinese-made grenades and oth­ 
er equipment—-but no weapons. 
The 2nd Battalion moved up 
the hill and linked up with the 
besieged B and D companies. A 
Marine helicopter was landing 
to pick up the last of the 
wounded. It brought in some 
ammunition and food. Just as 
the chopper took off, the North 
Vietnamese opened up again 
with automatic weapons but did 
not hit the chopper. 
Everyone jumped in foxholes 
when the North Vietnamese 
opened up. The firing lasted 
about 15 minutes. The Marines 
called in artillery and air 
strikes 
and the North Viet­ 
namese quieted down. It stayed 
quiet all night Sunday. 
B and D companies moved out 
at dawn Monday and the rescue 


battalion stayed behind. For the 
two companies the long week­ 
end was over. 
They made their way to The 
Rockpile, reaching it late Mon­ 
day afternoon. When they got 
there, they heard the North 
Vietnamese open up with mor­ 
tars, automatic weapons and 
small arms against the battal­ 
ion still on the bill. The firing 
lasted about 30 minutes. 
Westerman welcomed the two 
battle-worn companies to The 
Rockpile and shook hands all 
around. UJS. headquarters said 
the Marines had killed 171 North 
Vietnamese during the long 
weekend, many of them by air 
and artillery strikes. 
Said Capt. Ronald A. Fred- 
rlcksen of South Sioux City, 
Neb., the commander of B Com­ 
pany: “I've been in a lot of ac­ 
tion, but this one was really a 
good one. The Marines reacted 
beautifully and we came out on 
top." 
“Everyone was cool and con­ 
fident," said Lance Cpl. Johnny 
M. Quitugua of Asan, Guam. 
“We were very thirsty and hun­ 
gry. But in th« end we got so 
much food we didn't know what 
to do with it. Lt. McMahon did 
an outstanding job. He con­ 
ducted everything in a sure 
way. We lost some people but 
that is part of war." 
“I lost track of the days," 
said McMahon, weary and un- 
shaven. “ I only knew that yes­ 
terday was Sunday because that 
is malaria day and the medic 
told me to take my weekly 
malaria pill.”

ut thè glowing insect theory 
is original with Novitt, a Scien­ 
tific illustrator with èie U.S- 
Geological Survey in Denver, 
And he believes it mayAccount 
for a small part of the 7 per 
cent of UFOs which the Air 
Force admits it cannot explain. 
It all started with Novitt three 
summers ago when he was a 
member of a Denver moon- 
watch team, one of the groups 
of volunteers around the coun­ 
try who help the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion keep track of some of the 
large artificial satellites. 
Novitt had set up a telescope 
in a vacant lot to see if he could 
spot a satellite during daylight. 
He picked up a bright object 
traveling too fast to be a satel­ 
lite. It soon was joined by a sec­ 
ond 
object. 
Fascinated, he 
watched the two objects de­ 
scend until they nearly reached 
the ground. Taking his eye from 
the telescope he was startled to 
find that the apparent landing 
site was in front of a garage a 
short distance away. He hurried 
to the spot and found two 
winged ants. 
He surmised the bright light 
he had observed was sunlight 
glinting from their iridescent 
bodies. 
Research produced the fact 
that at certain times of the year 
male and female ants sprout 
wings to take part in an air­ 
borne mating ritual. The winged 
ants gradually group together 
into giant swarms, some esti­ 
mated to contain as many as 37 
million, to set up new ant colo­ 
nies. 
He wondered what these giant 
swarms would look like at night 
if they could glow. Perhaps ants 
could pick up enough static 
electricity to make them give 
off light. 
To find out he glued 24 ants 
around the outside of a plastic 
ball. A static electric generator 
was connected to the ball with a 
thin wire. The ball was sus­ 
pended from the ceiling of his 
home laboratory with threads. 
Sure enough, when he cranked 
the generator the entire ball 
seemed to glow with a dim blue 
light. The bodies of the ants 
were discernible as brighter 
specks of light as the electricity 
drained off them into space. 
"It's simply an emission of 
electric corona light,” he ex­ 
plained. 
The ball hovered, moved er- 
radically as pulses of static 
electricity drained off with dif­ 
fering intensities from the ants, 
tt also gave off a crackling 
sound. Novitt said a swarm of 
several million ants would emit 
a very loud, humming or buzz­ 
ing noise. 
"No new scientific principles 
are involved," he said. "It is 
rather an application of a natu­ 
ral combination of the princi­ 
ples of three sciences — meteo­ 
rology, atmospheric electric!-

Ants fly up through succes­ 
sively more highly charged lay­ 
ers ot air. 
Ants create their own static 
electricity by rubbing together 
in flight, much like a person 
does when he shuffles across a 
rug. 
Ants often swarm rigit after 
a thunderstorm which has left 
the air saturated with a differ­ 
ent kind of charge than there 
was just before the storm. 
“ The theory," he said, "logi­ 
cally explains many of the 
characteristics of the UFOphe- 
nomena such as materialization 
and 
disappearance, hovering 
and departure, glowing and pul­ 
sating lights of various colors, 
apparent high velocity rotation 
of the objects, varieties of 
shapes and sizes, humming 
noises, pitting of ground sur- 
frees, scorching of vegetation, 
residues 
of 
chemical 
sub­ 
stances, seasonal appearance in 
late summer and Indian sum­ 
mer, and lack of communication 
with the airborn objects."

funds, the pension funds, the 
insurance companies—in the 
position of always having to 
show bigger gains than their 
competitor at any given time. 
Frank Reinhardt, who super­ 
vises more than $3.5 billion of 
investments for Standard L 
Poor's Corp., calls it “theper­ 
formance mania—an unfortu­ 
nate development." 
The mania, if it is that, often 
is engaged in by mutual funds. 
Some managers of these funds 
have become accustomed to 
pitting their fund against others, 
measuring the immediate per­ 
formance—not their portfolio of 
stocks. 
The epitome of the perform­ 
ance syndrome is Gerald Tsai, 
whose company manages the 
Manhattan Fund, a mutual fund 
whose portfolio often is filled 
with what some market men' 
call glamor stocks. 
"It strikes me strange," he 
told some brokers recently, 
"that suddenly performance— 
what every last one of us should 
pride ourselves on-has become 
a nasty word." 
In today's investment climate, 
he said, “apparently the norm 
is to invest in the blue chips and 
the distortion is to buy growth 
stocks. We doubt that growth 
was a dirty name for IBM in 
its early days." 
Reinhardt feels that "every­ 
one is trying to outdo the other. 
They lose sight of the basic in­ 
vestment 
considerations. An 
investor should ask 'Is this suit­ 
able for me, will the earnings 
continue, do I believe the man­ 
agement is good?*" 
And Tsai says, “The basic 
pattern of stock investment ex­ 
ists as always: buying well - 
managed companies capable of 
dependable 
earnings." But 
stocks come in and out of frsh- 
ion, he said.

The Garbo art is currently 
available to Hollywood fans not

— The major result of the Ala­ 
bama election Nov. 8 will be 
unique — the election of a wom­ 
an governor for the first time in 
state history, or the election of a 
Republican governor for the 
first time in nearly 100 years. 
The campaign is expected to 
touch new heights of fervor as 
Republicans work to consolidate 
their gains of 1964 and Demo­ 
cratic Gov. George C. Wallace 
defends his status as Alabama's 
No. 1 political figure. 
Blonde, 39-year-old, Lurleen 
Wallace, whose husband could 
not under state law seek re-elec­ 
tion, is running as his stand-in. 
If she wins, and she is a heavy 
favorite, Mrs. Wallace will be 
the third woman ever elected a 
governor in the United States. 
The others, Nellie Tayloe 
Ross of Wyoming and Miriam 
(Ma) Ferguson of Texas, both 
took office in 1925. 
The Republican candidate is 
freshman 
Rep. 
James 
D. 
Martin, 48, a debonair Gadsden 
businessman who rode into Con­ 
gress when Republican Barry 
Goldwater carried Alabama in 
the 1964 presidential election. 
Two years earlier, he came 
within 7,000 votes of defeating 
veteran incumbent Lister Hill 
for tHe UJS. Senate. 
A third candidate, conceded 
little chance if any, is Dr. Carl 
Robinson, a Birmingham physi­ 
cian and lawyer who is running 
as an independent. 
Another spirited race finds 
Democratic Sen. John Spark­ 
man's career challenged by Re­ 
publican John Grenier. 
The Nqpy Orleans-born Greni­ 
er was one of Goldwater's key 
staff members during the presi­ 
dential race and Goldwater has 
promised to campaign in Ala­ 
bama 
for 
the 
young Birm- 
Ingham 
attorney, 
and 
for 
Martin. 
GOP 
candidates 
also are 
seeking three other state of. 
fices, six of the eight seats in 
the U. S. house, and 111 of the 
141 sefets in the state legisla­ 
ture. 
Martin has been campaigning 
energetically since mid-August. 


Mrs. Wallace has chosen to de­ 
lay the formal kickoff of her 
campaign until Sept. 29. 
Nevertheless, Wallace, in his 
role as governor, seldom goes 
more than a few days without 
speaking somewhere. His wife 
is constantly at his side, but he 
does the talking. 
That's the way it was for the 
most part in the Democratic 
primary campaign last spring 
when M rs. Wallace won the gu­ 
bernatorial 
nomination 
with 
more votes than her nine male 
opponents combined. 
Wallace's new challenge of 
federal authority has focused 
attention 
once 
more on the 
growing strength of the Negro 
vote in Alabama. 
An estimated250,000Negroes 
are registered and they could be 
decisive in a close election. The 
total vote in Alabama in the 
1964 election was close to 800.- 
000. 
One Negro leader, Rufus Lew­ 
is Uf Montgomery, foresees '*an 
extremely difficult decision for 
Nebroes to make” because both 
Wallace and Martin oppose inte­ 
gration, differing only In their 
methods.

DETROIT (AP) — Ford Mo- 
tor Co. will test a prototype 
electric-powered car in England 
next year and later introduce it 
in the United States. 
Company confirmation of this 
came to pass in the wake of spec­ 
ulation last week that Ford had 
made a breakthrough toward a 
battery-powered car capable of 
meeting traffic requirements. 
Ford is experimenting with a 
lightweight, sodium-sulflde bat­ 
tery and said it might prove 
more economical than a gaso­ 
line-powered engine. 
A Ford spokesman declined to 
be drawn into speculation when 
ct battery-powered car might 
become competitive or how ter 
one battery charge would take 
it. 
Other sources, however, spec­ 
ulated one charge might give 
the range of a tank full of gaso­ 
line and that the car might be 
competitive with today's gaso­ 
line-powered 
vehicles within 
five years.

WASHINGTON — George Ben 
Edmondson, an armed and dan­ 
gerous habitual robl>er and es­ 
capee from a Missouri peni­ 
tentiary, has been added to the 
FBI's list of “ Ten Most Wanted 
Fugitives.'’ 
Known to lie highly intelligent 
and not reluctant 
to 
use the 
pistol or rifle he is said to 
habitually carry, Edmondson, a 
skilled draftsman and engineer, 
is currently being sought by the 
FBI 
for 
unlawful interstate 
flight to avoid confinement after 
conviction for armed robbery. 
He escaped on the morning of 
his twenty-eighth birthday, Aug. 
3, 1965, from the Missouri state 
penitentiary in jeflerson City, 
while serving a ten-year sen­ 
tence for armed robbery which 
was imposed in February, 1965. 
Upon indications he had fled 
interstate, a federal warrant for 
his arrest was issued at Jef­ 
ferson City, Aug. 17, 1965. 
Edmondson, who has a repu­ 
tation as a braggart and chronic 
liar, began his armed robbery 
career at the age of 17, while 
in the U. S. Navy, when he robbed 
a Republic, Mo., bank of $4,146 
cash on July 30, 1955. 
After 
seizing the loot at pistol point, 
he forced bank employees to lie 
face dow n on the floor and bound 
their hands behind their backs 
with adhesive tape. 
He 
was 
captured shortly after tin* hold­ 
up, was tried in state court and, 
upon conviction, was sentenced 
to five years’ confinement in the 
Missouri state intermediate re­ 
formatory at Jefferson City. He 
was also given an undesirable 
discharge by the navy. 
In December, 1961, at Spring­ 
field, Mo., Edmondson robbed 
two department store employes 
of some $5,000 at the point of 
a .30 caliber rifle. Convicted 
of this offense, Edmondson was 
given a 30-year sentence and 
confined to the Missouri state 
penitentiary. The day before he

sentenced, he 
allegedly 
tried to escape from jail 
by 
sawing through cell bars with 
hack saw blades that had been 
smuggled into the jail. 
In June, 1964, his conviction 
was reversed and, following a 
retrial, his sentence was re­ 
duced to ten years.

Edmondson, said to have a high

A white American, who was

Springfield, Mo., Edmondson is

inches tall, weighs 125 to 140 
pounds, has a medium build, 
brown hair, blue eyes and

medium complexion. He has a 
round scar 
011 the outside of 
his right forearm and scars 
on his left ankle. He has fre­ 
quently worn dark glasses and 
may have a mustache.

Now a 
Negro girl, 14 and pregnant, has

ashamed - and frightened. 
What are we doing wrong that 
has made eight square miles of 
our city a battleground?

And Alabama, when your state 
police were photographed sub­ 
duing rioters with night sticks, 
Chicago's bold-face frontpages 
condemned you for “indefen­ 
sible brutality.“ Now Illinois 
State Police have resorted to 
armored cars and cracking 
skulls and shooting to kill...

Georgia: When you were pho­ 
tographed in the act of turning 
back crowds of marching chil­ 
dren — we could not control 
ourselves.

Now, in our own asphalt jungle,

Rights Bill 
Scrapped 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
possible revival of the adminis­ 
tration's civil rights bill, born 
and 
buried 
in controversy, 
seem s to rest on any verdict the 
voters give in November on 
open housing. 
The fatal symptoms of some 
m em bers' 
reluctance 
to be 
counted on the housing section 
combined with doubts about its 
constitutionality 
to 
kill the 
House-passed measure on a 52- 
41 Senate vote Monday. 
This was 10 short of the two- 
thirds majority of. those voting 
required to invoke the Senate’s 
cloture rule to lim it debate on a 
motion by Sen. Philip A. Hart, 
D-Mich., to bring the m easure 
up officially. After the cloture 
effort failed, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield shelved 
the bill. 
The vote on a sim ilar move 
last Wednesday was 54 to 42. 
But Monday's result was by 
no means a reliable indication 
that the bill — with its provision 
outlawing racial discrim ination 
in about 40 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s housing — could have 
commanded a majority vote for 
final passage. 
Mansfield told his colleagues 
thflf a vote against cloture was 
a vote against the bill. None 
disputed that. But when Sen. 
Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., tried to 
turn 
this 
around, Mansfield 
balked. 
Javits asked the Democratic 
leader if he didn’t believe a vote 
for cloture could be interpreted 
a s a vote for the bill. 
"I do not,” Mansfield replied 
vigorously. 
This seemed to represent the 
privately 
acknowledged 
fact 
that some senators unwilling to 
support open housing climbed 
on the fence by voting for clo­ 
ture to dem onstrate their politi­ 
cal attachment to civil rights in 
general. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen, who op­ 
posed the housing provision and 
led the fight against cloture, 
said there was no justification 
for lim iting debate. He said 
there had been no real debate 
on a m easure he described as 
“ full of mischief.” 
In seven working days since 
Hart first made his motion to 
take up the bill Sept. 7, oppo­ 
nents had talked a total of 12 
hours, 55 minutes before Mon­ 
day's vote. This scarcelyadded 
up to more than an easy-breath­ 
ing warmup as filibusters go.

cavities. Thus a pattern of de­ 
cay - and - fill - and - extract is 
established, 
and before too 
many years have passed the 
child is 
man, and the man 
has joined the one 
in 
five 
Americans who have full den­ 
tures by age 351 
Good 
dental health habits 
must begin 
when your child 
is 
born — attention to pro­ 
per diet, 
to good oral hy­ 
giene 
at home, 
to 
regular 
dental 
care 
as soon as all 
the first 
teeth have erupted. 
Early care not only prevents 
decay but helps to avoid these 
conditions 
which 
lead to 
crooked teeth, faulty bite and 
the 
major 
dental 
disorders 
that mean expensive and ex­ 
tensive 
dental treatment 
in 
later life. 
As 
your 
child approaches 


six, 
good 
dental habits be­ 
come more 
important 
than 
ever; the second set of teeth 
that begins to erupt at this 
time is the last 
natural set 
your 
child 
will ever have. 
They should — and can — last 
as long as he lives. 
Regular visits 
to the den­ 
tist during the 
years from 
three to 
twelve assure that 
the first, or “ baby" teeth are 
shed 
at 
the right time and 
that the permanent teeth come 
in properly 
aligned. 
During 
these years, the roots of the 
primary teeth slowly dissolve 
to loosen 
them, 
while 
the 
permanent teeth that have been 
forming 
in the jaw begin to 
push their 
way through 
the 
gums. 
Occasionally, the roots of a 
baby tooth don't dissolve quite 
fast enough. Your dentist may 
want to help along the loosen­ 
ing process. 
Or, if the first 
tooth has been lost too soon, 
he may 
insert 
a simple ap­ 
pliance 
called a space main- 
tainer to preserve the space 
for the incoming tooth. 
Early 
loss of either p ri­ 
mary or permanent teeth will 
cause neighboring teeth 
to 
drift into 
the 
vacant space 
and 
either prevent 
normal 
eruption 
of a 
new tooth or 
disturb the position of erupted 
teeth. 
The six-year molars — first 
of 
the permanent 
teeth and 


the most important — require, 
careful 
attention. These four 
teeth 
often 
are not recog­ 
nized as permanent, because 
they don't 
replace 
a baby 
tooth. 
The 
six-year 
molar 
is 
the sixth tooth back from 
the 
center of the mouth and 
is needed 
to preserve 
the 
shape 
of 
the dental 
arch 
while 
the 
other teeth are 
coming in. 
Six-year molars 
often 
develop cavities just 
a few months after they erupt 
last 60 or 70 years! 
By the time 
a child starts 
school, 
the 
habit of tooth- 
brushing immediately 
after 
eating 
should be well estab­ 
lished. 
A 
child's toothbrush 
should have a small head so 
it 
can reach 
all surfaces of 
the 
teeth, should have a flat 
brushing surface 
and 
firm 
bristles. 
As 
for diet - - a 
growing 
child needs adequate amounts 
of 
calcium 
during the years 
tooth enamel 
is forming on 
the jaws 
(up 
to about 
age 
eight). 
A quart 
of 
milk 
a 
day should provide it. A bal­ 
anced 
diet 
is 
needed 
for 
maintenance of the gums and 
bones 
of 
the 
jaws -- just 
as it 
is 
needed 
for the 
health of the rest of the body. 
Sugars 
and 
sweet foods — 
a prime 
cause of dental de­ 
cay — should be kept to a 
minimum, 
and topical appli­ 
cation of a fluoride 
solution 


by the dentist is recommended 
where water supplies are not 
fluoridated. 
Regular care by the dentist 
will catch cavities before they 
become large. It's easier and 
less expensive to fill a small 
cavity than a large one, 
and, 
naturally, the tooth is strong­ 
er.

Consumer and 
Marketing Service attempts to 
help them by grading pcxiltry 
for quality. 
When a grader judges quality, 
he takes note of the shape or 
conformation of tyie bird, the 
amount of fleshing or meati­ 
ness", 
amount 
of fat dis­ 
tributed in and around the skin, 
and the absence or extent of 
bruises, tears, discolorations 
and pin feathers. 
Minimum standards for each 
of these factors have been set 
up for each of the three poul­ 
try grades. These grades are 
applied to all kinds of domes­ 
tic poultry, including turkeys, 
chickens, clucks, geese, guin­ 
eas and squabs. 
U.S. Grade A ready-to-cook 
poultry is the finest quality. 
Birds in this grade are of ex­ 
cellent table quality, have a 
high proportion of edible meat 
and are well-dressed. 
U.S. Grade B ready-to-cook 
poultry 
Is 
of 
good table 
quality. As. a rule, the birds 
are not so well-fleshed 
as 
those in Grade A or they may 
have some dressing defects. 
U.S. Qrade C ready-to-cook 
poultry includes 
birds that 
have 
relatively less meat in 
proportion to bone 
and have 
meat of 
lower quality than 
birds in the other grades, or 
they may have more serious 
dressing 
defects than those 
in Grade B. 
Poultry that has been graded 
can be identified by the shield 
mark of 
the USDA, 
which 
shows the official grade. Next 
time you're looking for poul­ 
try, watch for the federal 
grade mark.

LIGHTNING, DRUMS, AND POLITICS 
The film, John F. Kennedy — Years 
of 
Lightning, Day of Drums, will be presented 
at an uptown Washington theatre on Wednesday 
(Sept. 21). 
THE GENERAL PUBLIC will soon have 
an 
opportunity to 
see what in a 
political sense 
may be the most controversial motion picture 
of all times. John F. Kennedy — Years of 
Lightning, Day of Drums 
has been shown to 
members of the House and Senate, the press, 
and special groups, and it has been 
shown 
commercially in Boston and New York. Now 
comes release on a saturation basis in 300 
or 400 theatres throughout the nation. 
Joseph E. Levine, head of Embassy Pictures, 
says the distribution of the film involves “ ab­ 
solutely no fee.” All profits 
perhaps over 


$1 million — go to the John F. Kennedy Center 
in Washington. 
Kennedy Center people 
are 
anxious to avoid any commercial taint. But 
wholly aside from money matters, 
general 
release raises some searching political ques­ 
tions. 
THE KENNEDY FILM was produced 
by the 
U. S. Information Agency. The act which pro­ 
vides for the international information activities 
of USIA states. “ The Secretary is authorized, 
when he finds it appropriate, to provide for the 
preparation and dissemination abroad, of infor­ 
mation 
about the United States, its people, 
and its policies, through press, publications, 
radio, and motion pictures.” 
An exception to this general proscription was 
made several years ago for Mrs. Kennedy’s 
Asian Journey, another USIA picture. The re ­ 
lease of the more recent film on the late 
President was authorized by Congress in 1965. 
At the time the Republican minority of 
the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs argued 
that the film deals with a recent political lead­ 
er “ many of whose policies are still under active 
political discussion and debate.” 
A few weeks ago it was disclosed that at least 
two Democratic candidates for Congress planned 
to show the film for fund - raising purposes, in 
direct defiance of the stated will of Congress. 
These plans were quickly squelched, but they 
leave a bad taste in a good many mouths. 
Now Rep. Albert H. Quie (R. Minn.) is objecting 
to general release of the film this autumn. He 
suggests 
that the target date be put back “ to 
remove 
any doubt that it was picked to in­ 
fluence 
the 
outcome of the (congressional) 
elections.” Quie recalled that Congress 
al­ 
lowed the film to be released in this country 
only “ when members were given every as­ 
surance that such distribution would be free 
of partisianship.” 
YEARS OF LIGHTNING is, of course, 
from 
conception 
to production entirely a propagan­ 
da effort. As such it is generally considered 
superb. 
For the most part 
it is in brilliant 
color. Ably photographed, acutely edited, 
it 
cuts 
back and forth from the two years and 10 
months of President Kennedy’s administration 
to the grim splendor and the mournful stutter of 
the drums in the state funeral 
on Nov. 25, 
1963. 
But here the question of historical good faith 
as 
well 
as of political 
impact arises. The 
film is almost totally non - critical. It skips 
lightly over the major crises of the late P resi­ 
dent’s experience in office. 
The film is certain to enrich the 
John F. 
Kennedy Center. Whether 
the Kennedy m artyr­ 
dom 
it so tellingly brings across will work 
to the advantage of Democratic candidates this 
fall is at issue. That it should do so 
was clear­ 
ly not the intent of Congress, unless more than 
a marginal number of congressmen 
voted 
most opportunistically.

We carried the family news­ 
paper, the Monroe County Ap­ 
peal, and got paid once a year.

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INFLATION WHEEL 
TURNS AGAIN 
Recent 
increases in the cost 
of living have been the steep­ 
est in many years. This means 
that the wheel of inflation has 
taken another turn. The dol­ 
lar 
will buy a little less, and 
the housewife will have to look 
harder for bargains. It does not 
mean that any industry or group 
of industries has found a new 
road to riches at the expense of 
the 
consum ers. 
The 
notion 
that 
the latter might 
be the 
case has been encouraged by 
the 
tactics 
of powerful gov­ 
ernment agencies in attempting 
to drive down prices of se­ 
lected commodities. 
Last March, 
the government 
clamped down on the export of 
cattle hides to try to depress 
hign prices. In effect, 
the 
meat industry which operates 
on a narrow profit margin and is 
highly 
competitive was sum- 
picked 
as the sacri- 
goat 
in 
the govern- 
war on inflation. As a 
of 
fact, meat produc- 
and meat packers, along 
the entire food industry, 


the two of us, our eventual bro­ 
ther - in - law, C arter Vaughn, 
and ourself, each had about 150 
houses we took the paper to. 
They were charged nothing for 
the delivery each week, but at 
New Year’s time, we carried 
neatly printed greetings and it 
was the custom to pay us from a 
nickel 
to 
a quarter for our 
year’s work. And the $15 or 
$16 we collected was not spend­ 
ing money. Our parents saw to 
it we promptly put the money 
in the bank and taught us to be 
proud of our savings. 
At the age of 10 to 12 years 
we began setting type at the 
case. All the news and adver­ 
tisem ents in the paper were set 
by hand. We were paid 25 cents 
a galley, which amounted to a 
little over a column. At our best 
we could set no more than a 
galley a day. 
Another job we held was office 
boy for our Uncle Frank, a 
dentist. We would stay at his 
office 
during 
the noon hour, 
sweep it and carry out any 
trash. One day we discovered it 
was great fun to use some of the 
rubber he put around teeth when 
filling them We would run wafpr 
into the elastic rubber, tie up 
the ball, lean out the upstairs 
window and drop it as somebody 
passed by. 
The 
fright of it 
caused those people was really 
big fun. 
We got fired from 
that job which paid 50 cents 
a week. 
Graduating from high school 
we took a job with our Uncle 


Eben Alexander, who had a gro­ 
cery store. We drove the deliv­ 
ery wagon, going to the barn at 
around 6 in the morning, hitch­ 
ing the horse and getting to the 
store by 6:30. There was no 
delivery schedule and when we 
returned from one trip there 
usually was another order or 
two waiting for us. We rem em ­ 
ber how the coal oil (kerosene) 
sm elled us up and caused our 
mother great anguish. This job 
kept us busy a good 12 hours a 
day 
and 
on Saturday nights 
we worked until 8. We were 
paid $3 a week, which we thought 
pretty good for a high school 
graduate. 
Our first year out of high 
school we went to business col­ 
lege in Chicago. We attended 
the college in the morning and 
went to the Linotype factory hi 
the afternoons. 
By the fall of 1913 we had de­ 
cided we needed college and en­ 
rolled in the School of Journa­ 
lism , University of Kansas. In 
our fraternity house we made 
good use of the type writing we 
learned the year before. A good 
many of our fraternity brothers 
could not type, and some of 
them did not have the imagina­ 
tion we did. We would charge 
them 
50 cents for typing an 
English 
theme, 
and 
if they 
wanted us to, we would write one 
for them. The English instruc­ 
to rs at K. U. saw some of the 
wildest stories we expect they 
ever read, but they evidently 
liked them for they usually gave 


us an “ S” or an “ E” . 
Enrolling 
eventually 
at the 
University of M issouri, we took 
a job in our off time at 25 
cents an hour for reading proof 
on 
the 
Missourian. It was 
printed down town in Columbia 
then. 
Came World War I and we en­ 
listed in the Aviation Section of 
the Signal Corps as a “ Flying 
Cadet.” Supposedly we were to 
get $75 a month through ground 
school and $150 a month in p ri­ 
mary flying. 
But Uncle 
Sam 
changed his mind and paid us 
what our rank of cadet, actually 
a Pfc., called for, $33 a month 
The happy time came in Septem­ 
ber 1918 when we were com m is­ 
sioned a second lieutenant with 
a base pay of $160 a month, 
and a 50 per cent allowance for 
flying, a huge total of $240 a 
month. We are not ridiculing 
that figure in referring to it as 
“ huge” for it was really a very 
big amount of money in those 
days. When the war ended we 
went to work in our father’s 
office as “ business manager” 
at $20 a week, just about a 
third of what we had made flying. 
But those were the good old 
days. We wish we could feel as 
well today as we did then, and 
could get as much pleasure out 
of our life now as a very few 
dollars and a very small and 
ordinary 
apartm ent 
gave us 
when we were hardly more than 
a boy.

WASHINGTON - From the 
apogees of its spy satellites 
to the perigees of its bomb­ 
proof basement code rooms, 
the vast U. S. intelligence in­ 
dustry has been going through 
a wrenching 
reorganization. 
The 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency, most lampooned 
and 
cartooned of all the world’s 
spy outfits, has been rocked 
by more than 200 reform s. 
Military intelligence has been 
consolidated, with a great bat­ 
tering together of brass hats, 
into a single unit: 
The De­ 
fense Intelligence Agency. 


Still, many senators are not 
convinced that the reform s have 
gone far enough, and are 
de­ 
manding 
greater control over 
the whole Jam es Bond industry. 
The purpose of the reform s, 
of course, is to improve 
the 
quality 
of intelligence, elim i­ 
nate rivalries, and prevent an­ 
other Bay of Pigs - the CIA- 
sponsored 
invasion 
of Cuba 
which 
became 
a bloody fias­ 
co. 
While some minor rivalries 
may have been scotched, how­ 
ever, 
a 
major 
rivalry has 
em erged. Our intelligence ap­ 
paratus has sprouted two heads, 
the CIA and the DLA, which 
often get in one another’s war. 
CIA vs. DIA 
In theory, 
the CIA 
is sup­ 
ported to be the final 
sieve 
through 
which all intelligence 
should pass before reaching 
the 
President. It is upon this 
information 
that he 
keeps 
abreast of world affcurs 
and 
makes, his policy judgments. 
Yet the DLA increasingly is 
catching the President’s eye. 
M oreover, it is so dominated 
by Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara that it has a tendency 
to produce intelligence 
that 
supports his views. Its reports 
generally have reflected 
his 
optim istic outlook 
on the Viet 
Nam war, rather than the pes­ 
sim istic possibilities. 
Those in the Pentagon 
who 
disagree with an intelligence 
analysis, of course, 
are free 
to state their views as a foot­ 
note. But it takes a bold man to 
challenge 
McNamara’s 
at­ 
titudes too frequently. 
His interest in economy, no 


secret to his intelligence offi­ 
cers, has 
led to more com­ 
fortable appraisals than conser­ 
vative 
m ilitary 
men would 
make. Tney prefer to judge the 
Communist 
threat 
by 
its 
capability for aggression rather 
than someone’s estimate 
of 
its intentions. 
The Secretary of Defense, a 
formidable figure inside 
the 
policymaking 
councils, 
also 
has had an intimidating effect 
on the CIA director. 


The form er director, 
John 
McCone, a 
man of 
strong 
views, clashed with McNamara 
and 
had a cactus touch with 
congress. McCone saw the DIA, 
under McNamara, poaching on 
his territory, and was skepti­ 
cal 
of its effectiveness in the 
more shadowy areas of intelli­ 
gence work. 
In his view, the 
m ilitary 
were not 
always attuned to 
the 
nuances of politics 
in 
faraway 
places. 
They didn’t 
have the linguists nor 
the 
political 
sophisticates. 
They 
also weren’t structured to pro­ 
vide the “ cover” so necessary 
for agents. 
SPY SHUFFLE 
McCone was replaced 
by 
Admiral William “ Red” Ra« 
born, who had been a subma­ 
rine 
specialist 
under Mc­ 
Nam ara’s command. W hileless 
abrasive in dealing with Mc­ 
Nam ara, the adm iral was also 
less willing to stand up to him. 
Raborn was succeeded 
with 
unbecoming haste by Richard 
Helms, a career 
man, 
who 
is a sophisticated spym aster 
but 
naive political operator. 
He got off to an inauspicious 
start 
by attacking Sen. 
J . 
William Fulbright, D-Ark., in 
a “letter to the editor” . 
Even as this letter 
bubble- 
gummed in Helms’s &ce, he 
wrote another, supporting Sen. 
Thomas 
J. Dodd, D-Conn., in 
his troubles with the Senate 
Ethics Committee. With painful 
obviousness, 
the letter 
was 
written the same day that the 
senate 
was supposed to vote 
on whether to supervise 
the 
CIA’s activities more closely. 
Dodd, a staunch CIA supporter 
in the past, had executed 
an 
indelicate switch in m idstream

field. 
Thus began the great spy shake- 
up, which was supposed to end 
the free • wheeling operations, 
coordinate all intelligence, and 
prevent duplication. 
Instead, 
the CIA and 
DIA 
are now open rivals, competing 
to scoop one another with in­ 
telligence beats. On paper, the 
DIA is supposed to turn all its 
intelligence over to the CIA. 
In practice, it often bypasses 
the CIA and furnishes intelli­ 
gence directly to the P resi­ 
dent. 
Which 
of the rival, 
often 
overlapping, intelligence setups 
is most effective? The DIA has 
received less unfavorable pub­ 
licity, has a better grasp of the 
m ilitary situation. But the CIA 
is better staffed and organized 
to understand 
the political 
subtleties around 
the world. 
Intelligence is vital to 
the 
security of any nation. It can 
at times be an ugly, no-holds- 
barred business. However, it is 
a necessary one, never more 
necessary than in this age of 
cold war. But it is the most dif­ 
ficult business in the world to 
control. 


President 
Angered by De­ 
fection 
of 
Powerful Liberal 
Party. 
NEW YORK— President John­ 
son has been sharply angered 
and deeply hurt by what he con­ 
siders the desertion of power­ 
ful labor forces here with whom 
he has been allied ever since 
the days he was the amateur 
gentleman from Texas. 
The “ defectors,” as some of 
Mr. Johnson’s aides refer to 
them, are some of the men who 
control the state-wide Liberal 
Party. The organization now is 
so permanently 
split between 
pro and anti-Johnson forces that 
a “ term inal 
battle” will be 
waged within it after the guber­ 
natorial election. 
And on the outcome of this 
battle will swing considerable 
world history for the next few 
years. 
For it is not so much the 
Liberal P arty’s nomination of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt j r . which 
has disturbed the President, 
though it splits the Liberal- 
labor - Democratic 
coalition 
vote which has swung the huge 
state to the President’s party 
so frequently. 
What has incensed the P resi­ 
dent is an issue far more basic 
to him—his Viet Nam policy. 
It has never been reported, but 
influential leaders of the Lib­ 
eral Party have been pressuring 
its public 
strategists, 
Alex 
Rose, embattled hatters’ union 
chief, and Dave Dubinsky, pep­ 
pery president em eritus of the 
powerful ladies garment work­ 
e rs ’ union, to perm it the party 
to issue sharp criticism of 
Am erica’s policy in Viet Nam. 
To add serious political in­ 
jury to public insult of the presi­ 
dent, the Liberal Party has re­ 
fused to endorse at least four 
incumbent Congressional sup­ 
porters of Mr. Johnson. These 
candidates for re-election have 
had considerable Liberal party 
support in the past. 
Should the men be defeated in 
November, especially because 
of 
Liberal 
Party 
defection, 
White 
House people 
say the 
President would suffer a severe 
foreigh policy setback. 
The rift inside this heretofore 
successful balance of power 
president-m aking third party 
can be traced to an evening early 
last May when the Liberal party 
Policy Committee was invited to 
the 
Waldorf Tower suite 
of 
United Nations Ambassador Ar­ 
thur Goldberg. 
Mr. Goldberg, an old friend of 
most of the 14 or 15 present, ex­ 
plained the American position at 
great length. Few private citi­ 
zens have had such a briefing— 
which went even into the size 
of our vast aerial armada there. 
Then, during 
the discussion, 
the Reverend Donald S. Har­ 
rington, Liberal Party 
State 
Chairman, opened up with a 
scathing attack on the P resi­ 


dent, his policy and U.S. pres­ 
ence in Viet Nam. 
Was the 
battle in Southeast Asia really 
not a civil war between two 
endemic forces, lie asked, and 
what are we doing there? Why 
is the President not doing more 
for peace? 
And so it went. 
At this point, another policy 
member, himself a world trav­ 
eler, Murray Baron, retorted 
with an effective analysis of 
Lyndon Johnson’s position. Into 
the verbal melee jumped the 
party’s veteran actual leader 
Alex Rose, who has long been 
an intimate of the President 
and has enjoyed considerable 
White House hospitality. 


In effect, Mr. Rose said the 
party should really not get into 
the issue. 
After all, the tem­ 
porary loss of South Viet Nam 
would not be an irretrievable 
disaster. 
After all the Com­ 
munists are losing in lands 
where they have had power. 
Suddenly from across the room 
came the even voice of the new 
president of Am erica’s most 
politically successful union, the 
International Ladies Garment 
W orkers. 
“ You are not making policy 
here tonight,” were the words 
from 
Louis Stulberg, 
recent 
successor to Dave Dubinsky, 
who was not at the briefing 
session. 


This was the first open evi­ 
dence of the split which had 
been cutting ever deeper into 
the party. 
Mr. Stulberg, himself a Lib­ 
eral Party vice-chairm an, had 
been aggrieved by Mr. Rose’s 
refusal to 
support pro-labor 
congressm en 
such 
as 
Hugh 
Carey of Brooklyn. 
Militant 
elem ents in the party’s 
high 
command turned down the nomi­ 
nation of Carey because he had 
demanded implementation of the 
aid to education bill. 
He was 
successful 
and 
parochial 
schools of all faiths have been 
receiving funds in this area. 
Mr. Stulberg, angered by the 
party’s refusal to re-indorse 
another pro-Viet Nan* policy 
congressman, 
Leonard Farb- 
stein, threatened toheadalaboi 
committee for him. In addition, 
the party refused to back Rep, 
Jam es J. Delaney (pro-laboi 
man on the Rules Committee’ 
and others throughout the state 
who refused to buckle on the 
Asian issue. 
Stulberg, whose union has beet 
the financial bulwark of the Lib­ 
eral Party and the dynamo o 
its fund raising through politica 
dinners and banquet journals 
has withdrawn his support o 
many party activities, including 
the Roosevelt campaign. 
And many who feel as he doe: 
plan to make a post-electioi 
fight either to swing the p a rt 
back to its old alliances wit!

Rather than buy low quality goods at controlled 
prices, the Russian shopper, like the consumer 
of capitalist states, simply did without. The re ­ 
sult was a waste of unused goods in warehouses 
and stores. 
Recently consumer marketing methods in Rus­ 
sia have been changed. Factory managers are 
allowed to consider consumer preferences in 
manufacturing and distribution. 
Advertising has been a natural and necessary 
consequence. 
The advertising is necessary to 
convince the skeptical consumer that, at long 
last, his real wants are being considered, how­ 
ever silly some of them may seem to govern­ 
ment officials. 
And so it is wherever goods are sold. Adver­ 
tising reduces waste, increases consumption, 
and gives the consumer a real freedom of choice. 
It forces the seller to offer value, but brings 
more profit if he satisfies the consumer.

LIGHTNING, DRUMS, AND POLITICS 
The film, John F. Kennedy — Years 
of 
Lightning, Day of Drums, will be presented 
at an uptown Washington theatre on Wednesday 
(Sept. 21). 
THE GENERAL PUBLIC will soon have 
an 
opportunity to 
see what in a 
political sense 
may be the most controversial motion picture 
of all times. John F. Kennedy — Years of 
Lightning, Day of Drums 
has been shown to 
members of the House and Senate, the press, 
and special groups, and it has been 
shown 
commercially in Boston and New York. Now 
comes release on a saturation basis in 300 
or 400 theatres throughout the nation. 
Joseph E. Levine, head of Embassy Pictures, 
says the distribution of the film involves “ ab­ 
solutely no fee.” All profit* 
perhaps over 


$1 million — go to the John F. Kennedy Center 
in Washington. 
Kennedy Center people 
are 
anxious to avoid any commercial taint. But 
wholly aside from money matters, 
general 
release raises some searching political ques­ 
tions. 
THE KENNEDY FILM was produced 
by the 
U. S. Information Agency. The act which pro­ 
vides for the international information activities 
of USIA states. “ The Secretary is authorized, 
when he finds it appropriate, to provide for the 
preparation and dissemination abroad, of infor­ 
mation 
about the United States, its people, 
and its policies, through press, publications, 
radio, and motion pictures.” 
An exception to this general proscription was 
made several years ago for Mrs. Kennedy’s 
Asian Journey, another USIA picture. The re­ 
lease of the more recent film on the late 
President was authorized by Congress in 1965. 
At the time the Republican minority of 
the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs argued 
that the film deals with a recent political lead­ 
er “ many of whose policies are still under active 
political discussion and debate.” 
A few weeks ago it was disclosed that at least 
two Democratic candidates for Congress planned 
to show the film for fund - raising purposes, in 
direct defiance of the stated will of Congress. 
These plans were quickly squelched, but they 
leave a bad taste in a good many mouths. 
Now Rep. Albert H. Quie (R. Minn.) is objecting 
to general release of the film this autumn. He 
suggests 
that the target date be put back “to 
remove 
any doubt that it was picked to in­ 
fluence 
the 
outcome of the (congressional) 
elections.” Quie recalled that Congress 
al­ 
lowed the film to be released in this country 
only “when members were given every as­ 
surance that such distribution would be free 
of partisianship.” 
YEARS OF LIGHTNING is, of course, 
from 
conception 
to production entirely a propagan­ 
da effort. As such it is generally considered 
superb. 
For the most part 
it is in brilliant 
color. Ably photographed, acutely edited, 
it 
cuts 
back and forth from the two years and IO 
months of President Kennedy’s administration 
to the grim splendor and the mournful stutter of 
the drums in the state funeral 
on Nov. 25, 
1963. 
But here the question of historical good faith 
as 
well 
as of political 
impact arises. The 
film is almost totally non - critical. It skips 
lightly over the major crises of the late Presi­ 
dent’s experience in office. 
The film is certain to enrich the 
John F. 
Kennedy Center. Whether 
the Kennedy martyr­ 
dom 
it so tellingly brings across will work 
to the advantage of Democratic candidates this 
fall is at issue. That it should do so 
was clear­ 
ly not the intent of Congress, unless more than 
a marginal number of congressmen 
voted 
most opportunistically.

We drove the deliv­ 
ery wagon, going to the barn at 
around 6 in the morning, hitch­ 
ing the horse and getting to the 
store by 6:30. There was no 
delivery schedule and when we 
returned from one trip there 
usually was another order or 
two waiting for us. We rem em ­ 
ber how the coal oil (kerosene) 
sm elled us up and caused our 
mother great anguish This job 
kept us busy a good 12 hours a 
day 
and 
on Saturday nights 
we worked until 8. We were 
paid $3 a week, which we thought 
pretty good for a high school 
graduate. 
Our first year out of high 
school we went to business col­ 
lege in Chicago.

flying, a huge total of $240 a 
month.

WASHINGTON -- From the 
apogees of its spy satellites 
to the perigees of its bomb­ 
proof basement code rooms, 
the vast U. S. intelligence in­ 
dustry has been going through 
a wrenching 
reorganization. 
The 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency, most lampooned 
and 
cartooned of all the world’s 
spy outfits, la s been rocked 
by more than 200 reform s. 
Military intelligence has been 
consolidated, with a great bat­ 
tering together of brass hats, 
into a single unit: 
The De­ 
fense Intelligence Agency. 


Still, many senators are not 
convinced that the reform s lave 
gone fir enough, and are 
de­ 
manding 
greater control over 
the whole Jam es Bond industry. 
The purpose of the reform s, 
of course, is to Improve 
the 
quality 
of intelligence, elim i­ 
nate rivalries, and prevent an­ 
other Bay of Pigs - the CIA- 
sponsored 
invasion 
of Cuba 
which 
became 
a bloody fias­ 
co. 
While some minor rivalries 
may have been scotched, how­ 
ever, 
a 
major 
rivalry has 
emerged. Our intelligence ap­ 
paratus la s sprouted two heads, 
the CIA and the DIA, which 
often get in one another’s w ar, 
CIA vs. DIA 
In theory, 
the CIA 
is sup­ 
ported to be the final 
sieve 
through 
which all intelligence 
should la ss before reaching 
the 
President. It is upon this 
information 
that he 
keeps 
abreast of world affairs 
and 
makes his policy judgments. 
Yet the DLA Increasingly is 
catching the President’s eye. 
Moreover, it is so dominated 
by Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara that it la s a tendency 
to produce intelligence 
that 
supports his views. Its reports 
generally have reflected 
his 
optimistic outlook 
on the Viet 
Nam war, rather tlan the pes­ 
sim istic possibilities. 
Those in the Pentagon 
who 
disagree with an intelligence 
analysis, of course,

INFLATION WHEEL 
TURNS AGAIN 
Recent 
increases in the cost 
of living have been the steep­ 
est in many years. This means 
that the wheel of inflation has 
taken another turn. The dol­ 
lar 
will buy a little less, and 
the housewife will have to look 
harder for bargains. It does not 
mean that any industry or group 
of industries has found a new 
road to riches at the expense of 
the 
consum ers. 
The 
notion 
that 
the latter might 
be the 
case has been encouraged by 
the 
tactics 
of powerful gov­ 
ernment agencies in attempting 
to drive down prices of se­ 
lected commodities. 
Last March, 
the government 
clamped down on the export of 
cattle hides to try to depress 
high prices. In effect, 
the 
meat Industry which operates 
on a narrow profit margin and is 
highly 
competitive was sum­ 
marily 
picked 
as the sacri­ 
ficial 
goat 
In 
the govern­ 
ment's 
war on Inflation. As a 
m atter of 
fact, meat produc­ 
ers 
and meat packers, along 
with the entire food Industry, 


and

SPY SHAKEUP 
The Bay of Pigs, the blunder 
Hat came near ending all CIA 
blunders, brought a 
drastic 
change. The late 
President 
Kennedy fired off a series of 
secret directives to correct the 
CIA’s faults. The DIA was estab­ 
lished 
to 
end 
interservice 
rivalry in the military 
field. 
Thus began the great spy shake­ 
up, which was supposed to end 
the free • wheeling operations, 
coordinate all intelligence, and 
prevent duplication. 
Instead, 
the CIA and 
DIA 
are now open rivals, competing 
to scoop one another with in­ 
telligence beats. On paper, the 
DIA is supposed to turn ail its 
intelligence over to the CIA. 
In practice, it often bypasses 
the CIA and furnishes intelli­ 
gence directly to the P resi­ 
dent. 
Which 
of the rival, 
often 
overlapping, intelligence setups 
is most effective? The DLA has 
received less unfavorable pub­ 
licity, has a better grasp of the 
m ilitary situation. But the CIA 
is la tte r staffed and organized 
to understand 
the political 
subtleties around 
the world. 
Intelligence is vital to 
the 
security of any nation. It can 
at tim es be an ugly, no-holds- 
bftrred business. However, H is 
a necessary one, never more 
necessary than in this age of 
cold war. But it is the most dif­ 
ficult business in the world to 
control.

Angered by De­ 
fection

Powerful Liberal 
Party. 
NEW YORK — President john­ 
son has been sharply angered 
and deeply hurt by what he con­ 
siders the desertion of power­ 
ful labor forces here with whom 
he has been allied ever since 
the days he was the amateur 
gentleman from Texas. 
The “ detectors,'’ as some of 
Mr. Johnson's aides refer to 
them, are some of the men who 
control the state-wide Liberal 
Party. The organization now Is 
so permanently 
split between 
pro and anti-Johnson forces that 
‘• t e r m i n a l 
b a t t l e ” 
will be 
waged within it after the guber­ 
natorial election. 
And on the outcome of this 
battle will swing considerable 
world history for the next few 
years. 
For it is not so much the 
Liberal party’s nomination of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt J r . which 
has disturbed Hie President, 
though it splits the Liberal- 
labor - Democratic 
coalition 
vote which has swung the huge 
state to the President's party 
so frequently. 
What has incensed the Presi­ 
dent is an issue far more basic 
to him—his Viet Nam policy. 
It has never lieen reported, but 
influential leaders of the Lib­ 
eral Party have been pressuring 
Us public 
strategists, 
Alex 
Rose, embattled hatters' union 
chief, and Dave Dubinsky, pep­ 
pery president em eritus of the 
powerful ladies garm ent work­ 
e rs ' union, to perm it the party 
to issue sharp criticism of 
Am erica's policy in Viet Nam. 
To add serious political in­ 
jury to public insult of the presi­ 
dent, the Liberal Party has re­ 
fused to endorse at least four 
incumbent Congressional sup­ 
porters of Mr. johnson. These 
candidates for re-election have 
had considerable Liberal party 
support In the past.

November, especially because

Liberal 
Party 
defection, 
White 
House people 
say the 
President would suffer a severe 
foreigh policy setback. 
The rift inside this heretofore 
successful balance of power 
president-m aking third party 
can be traced to an evening early 
last May when the Liberal party 
Policy Committee was invited to 
the 
Waldorf Tower suite 
of 
United Nations Ambassador Ar­ 
thur Goldberg. 
Mr. Goldberg, an old friend of 
most of the 14 or 15 present, ex­ 
plained the American position at 
great length. Few private citi­ 
zens have had such a briefing— 
which went even into the size 
of our vast aerial arm ada there. 
Then, during 
the discussion, 
the Reverend Donald S, Har­ 
rington, L iteral Party 
state 
Chairman, opened up with a 
scathing attack on the Presi­ 


dent, his policy and U.S. pres­ 
ence in Viet Nam. 
Was the 
battle in Southeast Asia really 
not a civil war between two 
endemic forces, he asked, and 
what are we doing there? Why 
is the President not doing more 
for peace? 
And so it went. 
At this point, another policy 
memlier, himself a world trav­ 
eler, Murray Baron, retorted 
with an effective analysis of 
Lyndon Johnson's position. Into 
the verbal melee jumped the 
party's veteran actual leader 
Alex Rose, who has long been 
an intimate of the President 
and has enjoyed considerable 
White House hospitality. 


In effect, Mr. Rose said the 
party should really not get into 
the issue. 
After all, the tem­ 
porary loss of South Viet Nam 
would not be an Irretrievable 
disaster. 
After all the Com­ 
munists are losing in lands 
where they have had power. 
Suddenly from across the room 
came the even voice of tile new 
president of America's most 
politically successful union, the 
International Ladies Garment 
W orkers. 
“ You are not making policy 
here tonight,” were the words 
from 
Louis Stulberg, recent 
successor to Dave Dubinsky, 
who was not at the briefing 
session. 


This was the first open evi­ 
dence of the split which had 
been rutting ever deeper into 
the party. 
Mr. Stulberg, himself a Lib­ 
eral Party vice-chairman, had 
been aggrieved by Mr. Rose's 
refusal to 
support pro-labor 
congressm en 
such 
as 
Hugh 
Carey of Brooklyn. 
Militant 
elements in the party's 
high 
command turned down the nomi­ 
nation of Carey because he lad 
demanded implementation of the 
aid to education bill. 
He was 
successful 
and 
parochial 
schools of all faiths have been 
receiving funds in this area. 
Mr. Stulberg, angered by the 
party’s refusal to re-indorse 
another pro-Viet Nan. policy 
congressman, 
Leonard Farb- 
stein, threatened to head a labor 
committee for him. In addition, 
the party refused to back Rep. 
Jam es J. Delaney (pro-labor 
man on the Rules Committee) 
and others througliout the state 
who refused to buckie on the 
Asian issue, 
Stulberg, whose union has beer 
the financial bulwark of the Lib­ 
eral Party and the dynamo ol 
its fund raising through political 
dinners and banquet journals, 
has withdrawn his support ol 
many party activities, including 
the Roosevelt campaign. 
And many who feel as he does 
plan to make a post-electioi 
fight either to swing the party 
back to its old alliances Witt 
White House policy — or liq­ 
uidate th*, nartv entirely.

Tax Tipsters 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Com- 
puters may soon put paid tax 
tipsters out of business. 
A bill on Capitol Hill would 
bar the Treasury Department 
from rewarding — with up to 10 
per cent of the take — the tip­ 
sters who tattle to tax collectors 
about their neighbors or fellow 
employes. 
Its sponsor, Rep. Richard H. 
Fulton, D-Tenn., cited Internal 
Revenue Service computers as 
one reason for ending tips for 
tipsters. 
Action this >ear on the bill is 
unlikely because of the little 
time remaining 
before Con­ 
gress adjourns, proliably next 
month. 
The bill undoubtedly will be 
reintroduced next year. 
The Treasury Department is 
now drafting its formal {>osition. 
Even if it does oppose ttie bill, it 
is not expected to take a strong 
stand. 
“ We would rattier have a lot 
of other bills pissed first,” said 
one Treasury employe who has 
been 
working 
on 
President 
Johnson’s anti-inflation plans. 
One 
source 
said today the 
government might hesitate to 


give up any legitimate tool for 
enforcing 
the 
law. 
But 
IRS 
figures show that onlyaboutone 
in every 20 tipsters actually 
claims a reward. 
IRS has also placed great 
faith in its computers which 
beginning Jan. 1 will check ev­ 
ery income tax return. 
Tnt service has saidthatfear 
of the computer is often enough 
incentive for an otherwise eva- 
sive taxpayer to come clean. 
Rewards to tipsters are given 
only on request and only after 
IRS decides how much the in­ 
formant’s tip was worth. 
During the year ended June 
30, 1965, 
the 
service 
re­ 
jected 3,665 reward claims and 
paid 792 claimants to $597,731, 
average of $754.71 per suc­ 
cessful tipster. 
It credited $12.9 million in tax 
collections to “ information fur­ 
nished by informants,” both 
paid and unpaid. The inform­ 
ants can receive up to 10 per 
cent of the recovered tax but 
the average payment is 4 to 5 
per cent.

The anxious call came from 
1st L t. Daniel McMahon, com­ 
mander 
of D Company, 4th 
Marine Regiment. He and his 
men were pinned down and en. 
circled on alow, jungle-covered 
hill three miles south of the 
dem ilitarized zone separating 
North and South Viet Nam. 
McMahon's 
battalion 
com­ 
mander, L t. Col. Jack (Black 
Jack) Westerman replied from 
a tank on a hilltop less than a 
mile away: 
“ Dan, move very, very slow­ 
ly. Try to find out exactly where 
the fire is coming from and put 
all your firepower in there.” 
“ That's 
exactly 
what 
I'm 
doing, s ir,” said 
McMahon, 
“ but the jungle is so thick it's 
impossible to see where they 
are. We are receiving fire from 
all sides.” 
All around McMahon and the 
men of D Company were sol­ 
diers of the North Vietnamese 
324B Division. 
For 
McMahon, who comes 
from Oceanside, Long Island, 
N.Y., the encirclem ent last F ri­ 
day morning began a three-day 
nightmare of trying to get his 
wounded out and holding off the 
enemy. 
The North Vietnamese, using 
classic ambush tactics, had let 
D Comi>any's two lead platoons 
pass through a valley and then 
hit the third platoon. 
The third platoon, under with­ 
ering fire from machine guns 
and small arm s, took heavy 
casualties but managed to work 
its way to the top of the hill to 
join the other two platoons. 
W esterman,

vation post on a nearby hilltop 
and from a tank kept radio con­ 
tact with his company com­ 
manders.

The welcome lull gave the 
Marines on the hill tim e to bring 
in ammunition, supplies and 
food by helicopters and fly out 
their dead and wounded. 
Throughout Sunday there was 
no sm all-arm s firing on the 
ground. But the Marines kept up 
artillery shelling 
and 
air 
strikes against the North Viet­ 
namese positions. Perhaps this 
caused the Communists to move 
out. 
When the lead units of the re s­ 
cue battalion got within 100 
yards of the hill, they found the 
North Vietnamese had appar­ 
ently left the valley in a hurry.

The 2nd Battalion moved up 
the hill and linked up with the 
besieged B and D companies.

He con­ 
ducted everything in a sure 
way. We lost some people but 
that is part of w ar.” 
“ I lost track of the days,” 
said McMahon, weary and un­ 
shaven. “ I only knew that yes­ 
terday was Sunday because that 
is malaria day and the medic 
told me to take my weekly 
m alaria pill.”

But the glowing insect theory 
is original with Novitt, a scien­ 
tific illustrator with fhe UJS. 
Geological Survey in Denver, 
And he believes it may*account 
for a small part of the 7 per 
cent of UFOs which the Air 
Force admits it cannot explain. 
It all started with Novitt three 
sum m ers ago when he was a 
member of a Denver moon- 
watch team, one of the groups 
of volunteers around the coun­ 
try who help the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion keep track of some of the 
large artificial satellites. 
Novitt had set up a telescope 
in a vacant lot to see if he could 
spot a satellite during daylight.

Fascinated, 
he 
watched the two objects de­ 
scend until they nearly reached 
the ground. Taking his eye from 
the telescope he was startled to 
find that the apparent landing 
site was in front of a garage a 
short distance away. He hurried 
to 
the 
spot 
and found two 
winged ants. 
He surm ised the bright light 
he had observed was sunlight 
glinting from their iridescent 
bodies. 
Research produced the fact 
that at certain tim es of the year 
male and female ants sprout 
wings to take part in an a ir­ 
borne mating ritual. The winged 
ants gradually group together 
into giant sw arm s, some esti­ 
mated to contain as many as 37 
million, to set up new ant colo­ 
nies. 
He wondered what these giant 
swarm s would look like at night 
if they could glow. Perhaps ants 
could pick up enough static 
electricity to make them give 
off light. 
To find out he glued 24 ants 
around the outside of a plastic 
ball. A static electric generator 
was connected to the ball with a 
thin w ire. The ball was sus­ 
pended from the ceiling of his 
home laboratory with threads. 
Sure enough, when he cranked 
the generator the entire ball 
seemed to glow with a dim blue 
light. The bodies of the ants 
were discernible as brighter 
specks of light as the electricity 
drained off them into space. 
“ It's simply an emission of 
electric corona light,” he ex­ 
plained. 
The ball hovered, moved er- 
ractically as pulses of static 
electricity drained off with dif­ 
fering intensities from the ants. 
It also gave off a crackling 
sound. Novitt said a swarm of 
several million ants would emit 
a very loud, humming or buzz­ 
ing noise. 
“ No new scientific principles 
are involved,” he said. “ It is 
rather an application of a natu- 
; ral combination of the princi­ 
ples of three sciences — meteo­ 
rology, atm ospheric electric!- 


i!ch means among 
other things: 
Keeping 
your 
eye 
on the 
movement of the newer growth

Ants fly up through succes­ 
sively more highly charged lay­ 
e rs of air. 
Ants create their own static 
electricity by rubbing together 
in flight, much like a person 
does when he shuffles across a 
rug. 
Ants often swarm right after 
a thunderstorm which has left 
the air saturated with a differ­ 
ent kind of charge than there 
was just before the storm . 
“ The theory,” he said, “ logi­ 
cally 
explains 
many of the 
characteristics of the UFOphe- 
nomena such as m aterialization 
and 
disappearance, hovering 
and departure, glowing and pul- 
sating lights of various colors, 
apparent high velocity rotation 
of 
the objects, varieties of 
shapes 
and 
sizes, humming 
noises, pitting of ground sur- 
fltces, scorching of vegetation, 
residues 
of 
chemical 
sub­ 
stances, seasonal appearance in 
late sum m er and Indian sum­ 
m er, and lack of communication 
with the airborn objects.”

It often results in trading the 
high flyers, the glamor stocks, 
the 
stocks 
with wide price 
movements. 
Those who believe the empha­ 
sis on perform ance is a hazard 
say it causes traders often to 
overlook the essentials, to deal 
in fashions. They point out that 
it puts the big portfolio manag­ 
e rs —the 
tru sts, the mutual 
funds, the pension funds, the 
insurance 
companies—in the 
position of always having to 
show bigger gains than their 
competitor at any given tim e. 
Frank Reinhardt, who super­ 
vises more than $3.5 billion of 
investments 
for 
Standard & 
Poor's Corp., calls it “ the per­ 
formance mania—an unfortu­ 
nate development.” 
The mania, if it is that, often 
is engaged in by mutual funds. 
Some managers of these funds 
have 
become accustomed to 
pitting their fund against others, 
measuring the immediate per- 
form ance--not their portfolio of 
stocks. 
The epitome of the perform ­ 
ance syndrome is Gerald Tsai, 
whose company manages the 
Manhattan Fund, a mutual fund 
whose portfolio often is filled 
with what some market men 
call glamor stocks. 
“ It strikes me strange,” he 
told some brokers recently, 
“ that suddenly perform ance— 
what every last one of us should 
pride ourselves on-has become 
a nasty word.” 
In today's investment clim ate, 
he said, “ apparently the norm 
is to invest in the blue chips and 
the distortion is to buy growth 
stocks. We doubt that growth 
was a dirty name for IBM in 
its early days.” 
Reinhardt feels that “ every­ 
one is trying to outdo the other. 
They lose sight of the basic in­ 
vestment 
considerations. An 
investor should a sk 'Is this suit­ 
able for me, will the earnings 
continue, do I believe the man­ 
agement is good?' ” 
And Tsai says, “ The basic 
pattern of stock investment ex­ 
ists as always: buying well - 
managed companies capable of 
dependable 
earnings.” 
But 
stocks come in and out of &sh- 
ion, he said.

EDITOR’S NOTE — F or three 
days and nights, two com panies 
of UJS. M arines were cut off by 
North V ietnam ese regulars on a 
hill just south of the dem ilitar­ 
ized zone. A ssociated

them with a Marine 
rescue battalion.

“ We 
a re 
pretty

rounded, s ir ,” said the M arine 
officer over the field radio. 
“ Every tim e we try to move 
our 
wounded, we get shot at 
and pick up m ore casualties. 
Request advice.** 
The anxious call cam e from 
1st L t. Daniel McMahon, com- 
m ander 
of D Company, 4th 
M arine Regim ent. He and his 
men w ere pinned down and en­ 
circled on alow , jungle-covered 
hill th ree m iles south of the 
dem ilitarized zone separating 
North and South Viet Nam. 
M cM ahon's 
battalion 
com ­ 
m ander, L t. Col. Jack (Black 
Jack) W esterm an replied from 
a tank on a hilltop le ss than a 
m ile away: 
“ Dan, move very, very slow­ 
ly. T ry to find out exactly where 
the fire is coming from and put 
all your firepow er in th e re .” 
“ That*s 
exactly 
what 
I'm 
doing, s ir ,” said 
McMahon, 
“ but the jungle is so thick it's 
im possible to see where they 
a re . We a re receiving fire from 
all sides.** 
All around McMahon and the 
men of D Company were sol­ 
d iers of the North Vietnam ese 
324B Division. 
For 
McMahon, who com es 
from O ceanside, Long Island, 
N.Y., the encirclem ent last F ri­ 
day m orning began a three-day 
nightm are of trying to get his 
wounded out and holding off the 
enemy. 
The N orth V ietnam ese, using 
classic am bush tactics, had let 
D Comi>any*s two lead platoons 
pass through a valley and then 
hit the third platoon. 
The third platoon, under with­ 
ering fire from machine guns 
and sm all a rm s, took heavy 
casualties hut managed to work 
its way to the top of the hill to 
join the other two platoons. 
W esterm an, 
the 
battalion 
com m ander from B rem erton, 
W ash., set up his forw ard o b ser­ 
vation post on a nearby hilltop 
and from a tank kept radio con­ 
tact with 
his company com ­ 
m anders. 
W esterm an ordered B Compa­ 
ny, which.liad been clqsebehlnth 
D Company, tv join yeJtfahouV 
encircled men, hack out a heli­ 
copter landing zone and evacu­ 
ate the wounded. 
But helicopters couldn't get in 
tor the next 24 hours. 
Friday night the enemy crept 
so close to McMahon's company 
that the opposing infantrym en 
threw hand grenades at each 
other from 30 feet. 
McMahon said he could hear 
the N orth V ietnam ese talking 
and 
cutting down tre e s and 
bushes to set up machine-gun 
positions. 
Shortly afte r noon S aturday,a 
M arine helicopter tried to land 
to pick up wounded. It was hit 
by enem y fire and wrecked as it 
landed. The landing zone was so 
sm all that the w reckage p re ­ 
vented other helicopters from 
landing. 
M cM ahon's men pushed the 
damaged chopper to the side 
and other helicopters began to 
get in. 
For 
som e unknown reason, 
the North V ietnam ese opened 
fire on som e of the helicopters 
but let oth ers land. 
It kept up like this all day Sat­ 
urday, with the two M arine 
com panies 
pinned 
down and 
burrow ing 
foxholes all 
over 
th eir sm all encircled hill. 
M arine planes and a rtille ry 
w ere giving the North Vietnam­ 
ese a bad tim e also. The Com­ 
m unists kept moving around in 
the valleys but still surrounded 
the hill. 
Once on Saturday they spotted 
W esterm au's tank and unloaded 
six m o rtar rounds at his a r ­ 
mored observation post. 
They m issed. 
W esterm an's tank fired back 
at the Com m unist m ortar posi­ 
tions on a distant ridge line. The 
Reds returned the fire with au­ 
tom atic weapons and this kept 
up — without much effect on 
either side — for 15 m inutes. 
The North Vietnam ese also 
fired m o rta rs at the Marine bat­ 
talion com mand post not far 
away on a craggy hill called 
"T he R ockpile,” which dom i­ 
nated five C om m unist-infiltra t­ 
ed valleys around it. 
H ie shelling of The Rockpile 
cost the M arines some casual­ 
ties but only* few were se rio u s­ 
ly wounded. 
During the three-day siege, 
W esterm an spent the nights on 
The Roc kpile command post and 
tile days in his tank hilltop ob­ 
servation post. Toward nightfall 
Saturday a helicopter flew in to 
take him back to The Rockpile. 
The North Vietnam ese opened 
up 
again 
with 
m ortars and 
W esterm an got a sm all shrapnel 
wound in one hand. 
The 2nd Battalion of the 7th 
M arine Regiment cam e up Sat­ 
urday a s reinforcem ents from 
Cam L o. They moved on foot to 
a valley near the hill where B 
and D com panies w ere still cut 
off. 
Tile rescue battalion moved 
out through heavy jungle Sun­ 
day m orning. There was no con­ 


tact during the day, and every­ 
one thought the North Vietnam­ 
ese w ere pulling out. 
The welcome lull gave the 
M arines on the hill tim e to bring 
in am m unition, supplies and 
food by helicopters and fly out 
their dead and wounded. 
Throughout Sunday there was 
no sm all-arm s firing on the 
ground. But the M arines kept up 
a rtille ry shelling 
and 
a ir 
strik es against the North Viet­ 
nam ese positions. Perhaps this 
caused the Com munists to move 
out. 
When the lead units of the re s ­ 
cue battalion got within IOO 
yards of the hill, they found the 
North V ietnam ese had appar­ 
ently left the valley in a h u rry . 
The Reds left behind m ortar 
rounds, 
field 
packs, 
rice , 
Chinese-m ade grenades and oth­ 
er equipm ent—but no weapons. 
The 2nd Battalion moved up 
the hill and linked up with the 
besieged B and D com panies. A 
M arine helicopter was landing 
to 
pick up the last of the 
wounded. 
It brought in som e 
am m unition and food. Just as 
the chopper took off, the North 
Vietnam ese opened up again 
with autom atic weapons but did 
not hit the chopper. 
Everyone jumped in foxholes 
when 
the 
North Vietnam ese 
opened 
up. 
The firing lasted 
about 15 m inutes. The M arines 
called 
in 
artillery 
and a ir 
strik e s 
and the 
North Viet­ 
nam ese quieted down. It stayed 
quiet all night Sunday. 
B and D com panies moved out 
at dawn Monday and the rescue 


battalion stayed behind. For the 
two com panies the long week­ 
end was over. 
They made th eir way to The 
Rockpile, reaching it late Mon­ 
day afternoon. When they got 
there, they heard the North 
V ietnam ese open up with m or­ 
ta rs , autom atic weapons and 
sm all arm s against the battal- 
ion still on the b ill. The firing 
lasted about 30 m inutes. 
W esterm an welcomed the two 
battle-worn com panies to The 
Rockpile and shook hands all 
around. UJS. headquarters said 
the M arines had killed 171 North 
V ietnam ese 
during 
the long 
weekend, many of them by a ir 
and artille ry strik e s. 
Said C apt. Ronald A. Fred- 
ricksen of South Sioux City, 
Neb., the com m ander of B Com­ 
pany: “ I've been in a lot of a c ­ 
tion, but this one was really a 
good one. The M arines reacted 
beautifully and we cam e out on 
top.” 
“ Everyone was cool and con­ 
fident,” said L ance Cpl. Johnny 
M. Quitugua of A san, Guam. 
“ We w ere very th irsty and hun­ 
gry. But in th** end we got so 
much food we didn't know what 
to do with it. L t. McMahon did 
an outstanding job. 
He con­ 
ducted everything in a su re 
way. We lost som e people but 
that is p art of w ar.” 
“ I lost track of the days,” 
said McMahon, weary and un­ 
shaven. "I only knew that yes­ 
terday was Sunday because that 
is m alaria day and the medic 
told 
me to take 
my weekly 
m alaria p ill.”

DENVER, Colo. (AP) — A re 
som e 
of 
those Unidentified 
Flying O bjects recently sighted 
over p arts of the United States 
m erely flying ants o r other in­ 
sects with a “ glow” on? 
Norton T . Novitt, an am ateur 
Denver scientist whose hobby is 
the study of the electric p ro p er­ 
ties of insects, thinks it's highly 
possible. Not 
necessarily in­ 
sects with a built • in glow, 
such as fireflies, but insects 
which have somehow attracted 
an electric charge so great 
that they give off lights. 
In 20 y ears of UFO sighting 
rep o rts other scien tists have 
said the shiny-bodies of insects 
might be m istaken during day. 
Tt&t foHtfyinr&uwfrs. 
But the glowing Insect theory 
is original with Novitt, a scien ­ 
tific illu strato r with {lie U-S. 
Geological Survey in D enver, 
And he believes it mayaiccount 
for a sm all part of the 7 per 
cent of UFOs which the A ir 
F orce adm its it cannot explain. 
It all started with Novitt th ree 
sum m ers ago when he was a 
m em ber of a Denver moon- 
watch team , one of the groups 
of volunteers around the coun­ 
try who help the National A ero­ 
nautics and Space A dm inistra­ 
tion keep track of some of the 
larg e artificial satellites. 
Novitt had set up a telescope 
in a vacant lot to see if he could 
spot a satellite during daylight. 
He picked up a bright object 
traveling too fast to be a satel­ 
lite . It soon was joinedby a sec­ 
ond 
object. 
Fascinated, 
he 
watched the two objects de­ 
scend until they nearly reached 
the ground. Taking his eye from 
the telescope he was startled to 
find that the apparent landing 
site was in front of a garage a 
short distance away. He hurried 
to 
the 
spot 
and found two 
winged ants. 
He surm ised the bright light 
he tiad observed was sunlight 
glinting from th eir iridescent 
bodies. 
R esearch produced the toct 
that at certain tim es of the year 
male and fem ale ants sprout 
wings to take part in an a ir ­ 
borne mating ritu a l. H ie winged 
ants gradually group together 
into giant sw arm s, som e e sti­ 
mated to contain as many a s 37 
m illion, to set up new ant colo­ 
nies. 
He wondered wiiat these giant 
sw arm s would look like at night 
if they could glow. Perhaps ants 
could pick up enough static 
electricity to make them give 
off light. 
To find out he glued 24 ants 
around the outside of a plastic 
ball. A static electric generator 
was connected to the ball with a 
thin w ire. The ball was su s­ 
pended from tile ceiling of his 
home laboratory with th read s. 
Sure enough, when he cranked 
the generator the en tire ball 
seem ed to glow with a dim blue 
light. The bodies of the ants 
w ere discernible as brighter 
specks of light as the electricity 
drained off them into space. 
" I t's sim ply an em ission of 
electric corona light,” he ex­ 
plained. 
Tile ball hovered, moved e r­ 
r a tic a lly as iHilses of static 
electricity drained off with dif­ 
fering intensities from the an ts. 
It also gave off a crackling 
sound.

Martin, 48, a debonair Gadsden 
businessman who rode into Con­ 
gress when Republican Barry 
Goldwater carried Alabama in 
the 1964 presidential election. 
Two years earlier, he came 
within 7,000 votes of defeating 
veteran incumbent L ister Hill 
for tfce UJ5. Senate. 
A third candidate, conceded 
little chance if any, is Dr. Carl 
Robinson, a Birmingham physi­ 
cian and lawyer who is running 
as an independent. 
Another spirited race finds 
Democratic Sen.

Electric-Powered Car to Be 
Tested in England by Ford 


DETROIT (AP) — Ford Mo­ 
tor Co. will test a prototype 
electric-powered car in England 
next year and later introduce it 
in the United States. 
Company confirmation of this 
came to pass in the wake of spec­ 
ulation last week that Ford had 
made a breakthrough toward a 
battery-powered car capable of 
meeting traffic requirem ents. 
Ford is experimenting with a 
lightweight, sodium-sulfide bat­ 
tery and said it might prove 
more economical than a gaso­ 
line-powered engine. 
A Ford spokesman declined to 
be drawn into speculation when 
a battery-powered car might 
become competitive or how fer 
one battery charge would take 
it. 
Other sources, however, spec­ 
ulated one charge might give 
the range of a tank full of gaso­ 
line and that the car might be 
competitive with today’s gaso­ 
line-powered 
vehicles within 
five years. 
“ That’s one of the things we 
hope for but we don’t know 
yet,” said one Ford source with 
reference to one battery charge 
being the equivalent of a tank of 
gasoline. 
If this happened, battery sta­ 
tions might displace gas sta- 
tions. 
General 
Motors Corp. and 
C hrysler Corp., Ford’s major 
• com petitors, are known to be 
experimenting with both bat­ 
teries and fuel cells, among oth­ 
er possible new power plants. 
There has been at least one un­ 
confirmed report GM is well 
along in development of battery- 
power and 
may have an an­ 
nouncement soon.

skilled draftsman and engineer, 
is c urrently being sought by the 
FBI 
for 
unlawful interstate 
flight to avoid confinement after 
conviction for armed rol>bery. 
He escaped on the morning of 
his twenty-eighth birthday, Aug. 
3, 1965, from the M issouri state 
penitentiary in Jefferson City, 
while serving a ten-year sen­ 
tence for armed robbery which 
was imposed in February, 1965. 
Upon indications he had fled 
interstate, a federal warrant for 
his arrest was issued at Jef­ 
ferson City, Aug. 17, 1965. 
Edmondson, who has a repu­ 
tation as a braggart and chronic 
liar, began his armed robU-ry 
career at tike age of 17, while 
in the U. S. Navy, when he robbed 
a Republic, Mo., bank of $4,146 
cash on July 30, 1955.

Negro girl, 14 and pregnant, has 
beep shot to death on the front 
porcn of her own home in Chi­ 
cago -.and We are confused and 
ashamed - and frightened. 
What are we doing wrong that 
has made eight square miles of 
our city a battleground? Help 
us, if you can find it in your 
own hurt heart to help. 
And Alabama, when your state 
police were photographed sub­ 
duing rioters with night sticks, 
Chicago’s bold-face frontpages 
condemned you for “ indefen­ 
sible brutality.” 
Now Illinois 
State Police have resorted to 
armored 
cars 
and cracking 
skulls and shooting to kill... 
Your governor has alleged that 
“ Communists 
are fomenting 
this strife.” We scoffed. 
Now 13 Negros on Chicago’s 
West Side have been charged 
with “ plotting treason.” 
We 
are sweeping admittedly Com­ 
munist literature from 
our 
littered streets. 
Forgive us for not knowing 
what we were talking about. 
Georgia; When you were pho­ 
tographed in the act of turning 
back crowds of marching chil­ 
dren — we 
could not control 
ourselves. 
“ The very idea,” 
the Chicago press editorialized, 
“ that youngsters should be con­ 
sidered a menace sufficient to 
justify the use of tear gas! 
Now, in our own asphalt jungle, 
we have seen Negro youngsters 
of 9, 10, 11, — advance on police 
with drawn guns or broken bot­

Rights Bill 


Scrapped 


WASHINGTON

possible revival of theadminis- 
tratiou’s civil rights bill, born

The fatal symptoms of some 
members’ 
reluctance

counted on the housing section 
combined with doubts alxmt its 
constitutionality

House-passed measure on a 52- 
41 Senate vote Monday. 
Tins was 10 short of the two- 
thirds majority of those voting 
required to invoke the Senate’s 
cloture rule to lim it debate on a 
motion by Sen. Philip A . Hart, 
D-Mich., to bring the measure 
up officially. After the cloture 
effort failed, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield shelved 
the bill. 
The vote on a sim ilar move 
last Wednesday was 54 to42. 
But Monday’s result was by 
no means a reliable indication 
that the b ill— with its provision 
outlawing racial discrimination 
in about 40 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s housing — could lave 
commanded a majority vote for 
final passage. 
Mansfield told his colleagues 
thar a voce against cloture was 
a vote against the bill. None 
disputed that. But when Sen. 
Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., tried to 
turn 
this 
around, 
Mansfield 
lalked. 
Javits asked the Democratic 
leader if he didn’t believe a vote 
for cloture could be interpreted 
as a vote for the bill. 
“ I do not,” Mansfield replied 
vigorously. 
Tliis seemed to represent tine 
privately 
acknowledged 
fact 
that some senators unwilling to 
supt>ort open housing climbed 
on the fence by voting for clo­ 
ture to demonstrate their politi­ 
cal attachment to civil rights in 
general. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen, who op­ 
posed the housing provision and 
led the fight against cloture, 
said there was no justification 
for limiting debate. He said 
there had been no real debate 
on a measure he described as 
“ full of mischief.” 
In seven working days since 
Hart first made his motion to 
take up the b ill Sept. 7, oppo­ 
nents had talked a total of 12 
hours, 55 minutes before Mon­ 
day's vote. This scarcelyadded 
up to more than an easy-breath- 
ing warmup as filibusters go.

to preserve the space 
for the incoming tooth.

loss of either pri­ 
mary or permanent teeth will

disturb the position of erupted 
teeth.

a few months after they erupt 
last 60 or 70 years! 
By the

tooth enamel 
is forming on 
the jaws

A quart

day should provide it. A bal­

diet 
is 
needed 
for 
maintenance of the gums and 
bones 
of 
the 
jaws -- just 
as it 
is 
needed 
for the 
health of the rest of the body. 
Sugars 
and 
sweet foods — 
a prime 
cause of dental de­ 
cay -- should 
lie kept to a 
minimum, 
and topical appli­ 
cation of a fluoride 
solution 


by the dentist is recommended 
where 
water supplies are not 
fluoridated. 
Regular 
care by the dentist 
will catch cavities before they 
become large. It's easier and 
less expensive to fill a small 
cavity than a large one, 
and, 
naturally, the tooth is strong­ 
er.

HOW TO PICK ‘EM 
During late summer and early 
fall, most food stores

mary or permanent teeth will 
cause 
neighboring teeth 
to 
drift 
into the 
vacant space 
and 
either prevent 
normal 
eruption 
of a 
new tooth or 
disturb the position of erupted 
teeth. 
The six-year molars -- first 
of 
the permanent 
teeth 
and 


the most important — require 
careful 
attention. These four 
teeth 
often are not 
recog­ 
nized as permanent, because 
they don’t 
replace 
a 
baby 
tooth. 
The six-year 
molar 
is 
the sixth tooth back from 
the 
center of the mouth and 
is needed 
to preserve 
the 
shape 
of 
the 
dental 
arch 
while 
the other 
teeth are 
coming 
in. Six-year 
molars 
often 
develop 
cavities 
just 
a few months after they erupt 
last 60 or 70 years! 
By the 
time a child starts 
school, 
the 
habit of tooth- 
brushing 
immediately 
after 
eating 
should be well estab­ 
lished. A 
child’s toothbrush 
should have a small head so 
it 
can reach 
all surfaces of 
the 
teeth, should have a flat 
brushing 
surface 
and 
firm 
bristles. 
As 
for 
diet - - a 
growing 
child needs adequate amounts 
of 
calcium 
during the years 
tooth 
enamel 
is forming on 
the jaws 
(up to about 
age 
eight). A quart 
of 
milk 
a 
day should provide it. A bal­ 
anced 
diet 
is 
needed 
for 
maintenance of the gums and 
bones 
of 
the 
jaws -- just 
as it 
is 
needed 
for 
the 
health of the rest of the body. 
Sugars 
and 
sweet foods — 
a prime 
cause of dental de­ 
cay -- should 
be kept 
to a 
minimum, 
and topical appli­ 
cation of a fluoride 
solution 


by the dentist is recommended 
where 
water supplies are not 
fluoridated. 
Regular 
care by the dentist 
will catch cavities before they 
become large. It's easier and 
less expensive to fill a small 
cavity than a large one, 
and, 
naturally, the tooth is strong­ 
er.

HOW TO PICK 'EM 
During late summer and early 
fall, most food stores 
will 
be stocked with Crenshaw, Per­ 
sian, Honeydew and Casaba 
melons. Food specialists of the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agri­ 
culture's 
Consumer and Mar­ 
keting Service say a good way 
to pick a melon is to make 
sure it “ gives” slightly when 
you gently press your thumb 
against the blossom end. Smell 
it, to see that it has a faint 
pleasant “ fruity” odor. 
And 
make sure it's free from sun­ 
ken, water-soaked areas on the 
surface, which indicate deter­ 
ioration. 
To these tips, they add these 
specific 
ones 
for 
different 
melons: 
Crenshaw (a green and gold 
melon, pointed at the stem end) 
.. Look for one with lots 
of 
bright, deep golden color. Re­ 
maining areas 
should show 
traces of yellow color. 


one has a creamy yellow outer 
color, free from greenish cast. 
Casaba 
(nearly round, 
but 
somewhat pointed at the stem 
end; is yellow with a wrinkled 
appearance) — Look for 
one 
that's well yellowed. 


Persian 
(a 
greenish-gray 
melon that's round like 
most 
cantaloups but much larger and 
with less pronounced netting) 
- Make sure It's firm, but not 
hard. 
It should be changing 
from a deep greenish-gray color 
to a duller, lighter gray-green. 
If not ripe yet, it will be a 
bright green and glassy appear­ 
ing.

KEEP WATCHING FOR THAT 
GRADE MARK 
Poultry is likely to be a good 
buy at food stores these days, 
reports the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
But many shoppers lament- 
How can I tell the quality of 
poultry I buy? 
The USDA’s 
Consumer and 
Marketing Service attempts to 
help them by grading poultry 
for quality. 
When a grader judges quality, 
he takes note of the shape or 
conformation of yie bird, the 
amount of fleshing or meati­ 
ness” , 
amount 
of fat dis­ 
tributed in and around the skin, 
and the absence or 
extent of 
bruises, tears, discolorations 
and pin feathers. 
Minimum standards for each 
of these factors have been set 
up for each of the three poul­ 
try grades. These grades are 
applied to all kinds of domes­ 
tic poultry, including turkeys, 
chickens, ducks, geese, guin­ 
eas and squabs. 
U.S. Grade A 
ready-to-cook 
poultry is the finest quality. 
Birds in this grade are of ex­ 
cellent 
table quality, have 
a 
high proportion of edible meat 
and are well-dressed. 
U.S. Grade B 
ready-to-cook 
poultry 
is 
of 
good table 
quality. 
As a rule, the birds 
are not 
so 
well-fieshed 
as 
those in Grade A or they may 
have some 
dressing defects. 
U.S. Grade C 
ready-to-cook 
poultry includes 
birds that 
have 
relatively 
less meat in 
proportion to bone 
and have 
meat of 
lower quality than 
birds in the other 
grades, or 
they may have more serious 
dressing 
defects 
than those 
in Grade B. 
Poultry that has been graded 
can be identified by the shield 
mark of 
the USDA, 
which 
shows the official grade. Next 
time you’re looking for poul­ 
try, 
watch 
for 
the 
federal 
grade mark. It’s a sure guide 
to qualltv.
